Mr. William F. Oody, ** Buffalo Bill, A 
and his Wild West Show, arrived in the 


city at five o'clock this morning from 


Kingston and wero soon busy pitching 


canvas on the old oricket field on the bay 


shore, Even at that carly hour there wore 
soores Of citizens on hand to watch the 
trains unloading and the work on the 


grounds. As usual, the horse tents and 
cookery were the centres of attraction, but 
the Indian* and their 


tepece were not 


neglected. ‘The Indians were well cared 
for, judging from their portly appearance. 

To feed an army of men and women such 
as is carriod by this show requires an im- 
monse quantity of food daily. The caterer, 
Mr, Frank Robbins, told us that that thoy 
consume 1,300 pounds of meat and 160 
loaves of bread per day, besides potatoes 
and other vegetables and large quantitics 
of pastry. 

The street parade at 10 o'clock was wit 
nessed by a crowd of people such as only a 
show of this kind will draw. The streets 
were packed with humanity and it is neod- 
less to say they were all delighted with 


what they saw. Buffalo Bill, in a 
carriage to which was hitched 
a splendid pair of white horses, 


made a striking figure. The Indians ia 
full war paint sud mounted on their mus- 
tangs, were conspicuous. The military 
pete of the parade, consisting of English 
zancers, a detachment of U.S. cavalry, 
two batteries of U.S. artillery and Ger- 
ian Cuirassiers was most favorably com- 
mented upon. The cowboys, Arabs and 
Cossacks were not neglected in the general 
admiration. 

Mr. Cody gives his personal guarantee 
that the evening performance will be just 
the same as that of the afternoon and will 
go on rain or shine. The arena at night is 
lighted by myriads of electric lights, which 
make it like day.

The High School boys sent o 
warm wolcoine tothe former Premier of 
Canada on the anniversary of Canada’s 
natal day. ‘The first tableau opened the 
entertainment by an exhibition of the 
different trades, professions and occupa- 
tions of Canada and was effectively arrang- 
ed. Then followed brief eddresses by 
Colonel Ponton and Mayor Johnson, the 
former pointing out the facts that 
yolunteoriog did not now mean dissipa- 
tion, either of morals or energy; that 
obedience and discipline were founded on 
duty and principlo rather than on machine 
rules ; that orderliness in carriage and dress 
produced refinement ; that courtesy and 
chivalry weredeveloped by military training 
and military associations, and that the oath 
of allegiance, which every British subject 
gifidly took, ombraced the three elements of 
fidelity, truth and loyalty. He wished to 
see, in addition ts the Cadet Corps and 
Boys’ Brigade, » Naval Brigade establish- 
ed also, so as to utilize our water privileges 
andto feelmore direstly the heritage of 
glory and of power connected with Brit- 
ain’s navy, as shown in those twenty-five 
miles of mencf war, which recently evi 
denced to the whole world, off Spithead, 
the past and present of the Empire. 


Mayor Johnson, who followed, express- 
ed the opinion that the audience would not 
be inclined to listen to lengthy addresses 
and he purposed being brief. It was right 
and fitting, however, that on Canada's 
natal day a few words should be said on a 
public occasion of this kind with reference 
to National aflairs, Thirty years ago to- 
day, on the first of July, 1867, the young- 
est among the nations was born. Not 
only was that day the b .thday of tle new 
Dominion, but it has proved to be the 
birthday of what is now known as the 
Greater’ Britain. ‘lo the crosses of St. 
George, St. Andrew and St. Patrick on 
the flag of the Empire would be added cre 
long, he believed, the emblem of Canada, 
denoting that closer Imperial allianco, 
which at a recent banquet in England, in 
the presence of the Heir Apparent to the 
throne, the Prime Minister of England, 
and the most distinguished statesman of 
Great Britain, the Right Hon. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Canada’s Premier, strongly adyocat- 
ed. The Dominion of Canada was formed 
originally out of the provinées of Upper 
and Lower Canada, Nova Scotia and New 
Branswick. Since then it has grown like 
4 giant until it now stretches from sea to 
sei—from the Atlantic to the Pacific, em- 
bracing more than half of the continent of 
North America. The progress of Canada 
in material deyelopment has been of the 
solid and steady kind that lasts. Tho 
population has not increased as rapidly us 
that of the United States. That he con- 
ceived to be a blessing. In this matter 
quality was infinitely to be preferred to 
quantity. The preudest boast of the best 
class of Americans is to be able to trace 
their ancestry back to the stalwart stock 
that originally came from England, Ire- 
Jaud and Scotland, colonized the land and 
laid broad and deop tho principles of civil 
rights and religious liberty which 
the Republic now” enjoys. ‘That is 
the stock from which Canadians have 
spruny. It is only the best portion 
of the population of the United States that 
is equal to the population of Canada. No 
other five millions of people in the world 
have shown such commercial enterprise As 
have Canadians, That is proved alone if 
thoir canal system, which far surpasses 
that possessed by any other nation in the 
world. Ata cost of nearly a hundred mil- 
lion of dollars Canada has so improved and 
supplemented the navigation of her groat 
lakes and rivers that she will soon com- 
tannd the internal water transportation of 
the continent. From Por Arthur on 
Luke Superior to Montreal, the head of 
ocean navigation, the lowest depth of 
water is now fourteon feet. Canada’s rail- 
Ways bave grown from 2,250 miles in 1867 
to 16,000 miles in 1897. Her banking and 
©}. rency system is one of the best in the 
world. The bank deposits, representing 
tho poople's savings, have increased from 
49 millions to 270 millions in thirty years, 
snd she possesses tho largest “bank 
in the world—the Bank of Montreal. 
Ifours might be employed in speaking of 
Vanmla’s development in other directions 
— of her parliament and logislation, of hor 
educational systom, hor agricultural growth 
and so on.

Liberal Opinion of Liberals. 
(Ottawa Citizen.) 

The session which has just closed had 
many interesting features. One of these 
was the abundance of testimony furnished 
by the Liberals about each other. Short- 
ly after the session opened Mr. Me!nnes, 
M. P. for Vancouver, made an onslaught 
on the Toronto Globe in his place in the 
House, chargiug that paper with being the 
tool of a ring of charter jobbers wha were 
trucking in railway subsidies in British 
Columbia. He ached that the President 
of the Globe Company and one of the 
principal stockholders were interested in 
the subsidizing of the C.P.R. for the con- 
struction of a branch road through the 
Crow's Nest Pass, they having obtained 
certain land subsidies which they had 
agreed to sell to the road. The Globe in 
reply called Mr, McInnes a slanderer and 
a liar, 

Not long ago when the fast Atlantic 
scheme came before Parliament, Mr. 
Wood, of Hamilton, got up and opposed it 
and declared that through the length and 
breadth of Oatario he himself and other 
Liberals bad denounced the scheme, aud 
had appealed to the electorate for support 
on the ground that there would be no such 
extravagance under Laurier. 


Then we had tho Intercolonial extension 
scheme which the Globe had previously de- 
clared to be unnecessary and inexcusablo. 
This brought out a protest from the Hunt- 
ingdon Gleaner to the eff ct that the 
Liberals, in defiance of their previous 
promises, were pursuing a ‘corrupt and 
wasteful’ course, aud that the electors 
who put them in in order to get honesty 
and economy, would not submit to a con- 
tinuance of their present actions. 

After this camo the quostion of erecting 
expensive public baldings in small placea 
with very little business and « proportion- 
ately smallreyenue, such as St. Martin's, 
N.B., Kentville, N.S., and Liverpool, 
N.S., and a lot of little towns in Quebec 
and the Maritime provinces. This brought 
forth a chorus of protests from Goyern- 
ment supporters. Messrs. MoMillan, 
Somei ville, Christie, Scriver and Oliver 
not only spoke against the system of spend- 
ing money in this way, but voted against 
the party.

TUE GREAT STRUGGLE, 








Pittsburg Miners are All to tf, But the 
Results ef tho Strike Will Not be 
Known for a Fow Days. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 5.—The great 
struggle of the coal miners was inau- 
gurated throughout the Pittsburg dis- 
trict to-day, but it will be impossible 
to tell anything about the true situation 
before to-morrow, us this is « general 
holiday and work is suspended in all 
the mines of the district. This was a 
day of mass meetings. Meetings were 
held in nearly every mining settlement 
that was represented at Saturday's con- 
vention in this city, and the miners 
were implored not to falter in the great 
struggle that has begun. What effect 
the meetings will have cannot be deter- 
mined until Tuesday morning. When 
it is learned just how many men refuse 
to go to work, then the magnitude of 
the groat strike will manifest itself. 

In speaking of the strike Vresident 
Bolin said: “Lhe coming week will be 
a busy one, I have every reason to 
believe that, with the exception of a 
very few wifes, the suspensiou will 
begin. Other men realize that this is 
the fight of their lives, and from the 
expressions of determination I hear on 
all sides I have every reason to believe 
the strike will be successful.” 

“How long wil it bast?” 

“That is a dificult question to an- 
swer. But of one thing you can rest 
assured: we are in good condition to 
stay out all summer, By good shape 
I mean that we have warm weather 
and a prospective big demand for lake 
coal trade in sight, which makes the 
time much more opportune than in win- 
ter. 

“There is an erroneous impression 
that by reason of so many industries 
being shut down there will be little 
demand for coal. It is not generally 
known, but the supply of coal for the 
manufactories in the Pittsburg ‘istrict 
is but a drop in the bucket when con 
pared with the lake trade, which sup- 
plies the markets where ooal mines are 
practically unknown.” 

The general suspension, to those in a 
position to know, presents some very 
discouraging features, The past winter 
has been severe on the mining craft. 
Business has been very dull, and in 
addition the lowest rate ever paid in 
the district prevailed for the little work 
that was done, Women and children 
haye been sufferers nigh unto sturva- 
tiont many of them have been wards 
of the county, 

It is expected at the meetings tor 
day to make an effort to convince the 
miners that by reason of the suspen- 
sion being general victory is likely to 
follow. It whl be argued that the pub- 
lic is in favor of the miners being paid 
~ hieber price, and that general sup- 
port wili be forthcoming,

A Teat of Endurance Promised - Good Pre- 
gress in Some Respocts—Tho 
Rates on Bonds, 


Washington, July 56.—Senator Allison, 
in charge of the tariff bill, announced 
shortly before the adjournment of the 
Senate to-night that, as no agreement 
had been reached on the tariff bill, he 
would ask the Senate to remain in ses- 
sion to-morrow bight, at least until the 
bill was reported from committee of the 
whole to the Senate, This promises a 
test of endurance, unless the opposition 
to the bill gives way. Mr. Allison's 
stutewent was made after another fu- 
tile effort to fix the time for the vote, 

In some respects the Senate made 
good progress to-day, disposing of two 
Important amendments, that placing 4 
stump tax being agreed to with little 
or no opposition and without the for- 
mality of uw yote, while the Spooner 
amendment, proposing a tariff invest- 
gation, was withdrawn after a protract- 
ed struggle. 

The stamp amendment as ngreed to 
fixes the following rates on bonds, ete.: 
Bonds, debentures or certificates of in- 
debtedness issued after Bept. 15, 1897, 
by any company, corporation or dssocia- 
tion, on each hundred dollars of face 
value or fraction thereof, five cents; 
and on each original issue, whether on 
organization or meorganization of certi- 
ficates of stock by nny such associn- 
tion, company or corporation, on each 
hundred dollars of face value or fric- 
tion thereof, five cents; and on all 
transfers of shares. or certificates of 
stock in apy association, company or 
corporation, on each hundred dollars of 
face value or fraction thereof, two 
cents. 

Wxemptions from the stamp tax are 
made in the case of the state, county 
and municipal bonds and the stocks 
and bonds of co-operative building as- 
socin tions.

RECOVERING AND BURYING THE HODIES. 
Burger Huyck, living on the north 
shore, on the farm now occupied by Samuel 
Hawley, his son-in-law, was an expert 
fisherman and had a fishing seine. ‘This 
was at once got and brought over. It was 
cast about the scene of the calamity and at 
the one draw eight of the dead bodies were 
brought to shore, The ninth was got soon 
‘after, but it was not till the next morning 
that the body of John German was found, 
as he had swam some distance off before he 
finally sank.

The writer well 
remembers hearing him preach to a large 
congregation in the same church during a 
visit to his old time circuit, late in the 
forties. He was then a venerable and

Swooth faced beauties 
yurchase their appearance at the sucri- 
ice of both wit apd wisdom,” bo said a 
Sorosis Club woman to a New Yor 
Journal reporter, Then she paeceeds: “I 
determined to investigate the subject, 
and went to see a professional man who 
deals in wrinkles. Irom him I learned 
that there are as many different kinds 
of wrinkles as there are faces for them 
to adorn. He showed me how they look 
under a strong magnifying glass. There 
is wmothing Hattering about a waynilylog 
glass, and if you want to see the fu 
significance of a wrinkle in a woman's 
face that is a good way to satisfy your 
curiosity. It will dispel forever the at- 
tractive theory that wrinkles are auy im- 
provement, 

Wrinkles are entirely dependant upon 
temperament. Nothing induces them 
more surely than worry. ‘Che kind pro- 
duced in this way appear first in the 
forehead, and are made up of many 
small vertical linés, differing from those 
caused by study, which are fewer and 
deeper. Take the wrinkles caused by 
worry in conjunction with the harrassed 
look in the eyes that accompanies them, 
and the combination is disustrous to the 
expression of a woman's face. 

ughter is responsible for the crow's 
foot wrinkles about the eyes, and it 
brings into view some smull and mis- 
chieyous ones near the corners of the 
mouth. ‘These wrinkles undeniably add 
to the charm of merriment in a woman's 
face, They are almost equal to Olive 
Shreiner’s dimple, which was introduced 
to fame in “The Story of an African 
Farm.” 

Lines of care show first in the furrows 
on either side of the mouth, and “they 
become more marked as age advances. 

The only kind of wrinkles belonging 
pasely to old age are those caused by the 
oss of fatty tissue, leaving the skin 
loose upon the face.

Even the smooth, white surface 
of the skin is found to be full of an in- 
tricate network of tiny crevices, 1nd it 
is only the enlargement of these amall 
pathways from expression, habit, care 
of old age, that makes the face seamed 
with the well-marked wrinkles that are 
the bane of many women's lives. 

Viewed from the standpoint of the 
magnifying glass, it is safe to wager that 
the strongest and most literary minded 
woman of them all would be glad to dis- 
pense forever with the cherished furrows 
of thought.

that his American residence and his 
thirty years’ experience of American 
politics und opinions convinced him that 
the Aimericuns held a yery friendly at- 
titude to Canada and Canadiaus, but 
that he could not say the same of them 
in regard to Great Britain. This feel- 
ing of enmity would po doubt continye 
us long as Great Brituin held military 
or territorial power in America. He 
thought it advisable to encourage the 
friendly feeliug, and not w engage in 
@ system of retaliation, us scemed pro- 
bable of late, In his opinion the farm 
wus the foundation of the State, and 
while at present the tendency was to 
be lured away from farm life, thus over- 
crowding the many professions and oc- 
cupations of the city, while their talents 
seemed to be much more titted for farm 
life.

tice, and he hoped more sturdy farmers 
would be sent to Toronto und Ottawa 
to assist them in this cause. 

At the urgent request of the audicnee 
Prof. Goldwin Smith spoke briefly of 
the advancement of educational idens 
during the past twenty-live years. He 
advocated a more spongy’ efficient 
training in the Public schools, rather 
than in the High schools, thereby en 
abling farmers’ sons to gain sufficient 
learning at home for their work on the 
farm. 


This was followed by a short and 


pan ted address by r. Jumes Mc- 
owing.

Tho woek at Ottawa has been an anxious 
one for the Ministers. On the Bill pro

from Point Levis to Montroal, that they 
proposed to try tho ates cy for 
nine montis, at the end of which timo the 
Senate would be so convinced that it would 
authorize the schome in its full form, This 
was regarded as a more dedge and mot 
: strenuous opposition, ending in the item 
for rolling stock being cut down to $50,000, 
During the debate the opposition freely 
charged Mr. ‘Tarte with ondeavoring to 
foist one of his jobs on the country. Thoy 
alleged that the chief proprietor of the 
Drummond County Railway, and_ its 
president, is Mr. Greonshields, of Mont- 
real, the well-known lawyer; that he 
subscribed $20,000 to the Liberal eloction 
fund, and afterwards bought the nows- 
paper, La Patric, for Tarto’s sons, hav- 
ing paid $30,000 for it. These amounts 
were to be recouped to Mr, Greenshiolde 
by the Governmont buying the Drummond 
County Railway for double its worth, Mr. 
Tarte, in replying to theso charges, really 
made matters worse. Ho acknowledged 
Mr. Greoushields had bought La Patrie 
for his sons, bat declared he had taken the 
$30,000 to do so out of the Liberal fund ! 
That the Liberal party has a fund so 
ample as to warrant such a payment 18 
news to the country, and the question 
arises ; Whoero did the money come from / 
Has the Liberal party a gold mine, or how 
does it fill its treasury? Tho story is too 
thin, The Liberals have no party fund so 
large as to permit of $20,000 and $30,000

est to us 

When I hear girls declare they hate 
housework | always wonder under what 
circunyitances they learned to do it I 
am sfre they are sometimes excusable 
for their dislike. Where everything te 
done With a slam and « bang, any way 
‘to get it done; where their is neither a 
knowledge of the best ways or a desire 
to know and practice them, and no pride 
felt in results, housework may easily be 
distasteful drudgery. Like or distike is 
almost invariably born of home methods, 
Take for Instance a small dark kiteben 
with no conveniences; oven door opening 
into the wood box, no way of getting 
water into the tank except via the dipper 
route, rusty tins and heavy iron pots and 
kettles, a black and forbidding sink and 
n stove set so low that the cook makes 
an interrogation point of herself over it. 
Such conditions would naturally produce 
u dislike to any work thut must be pur 
sued in the room. Add to this a system 
of management that lets the breakfast 
table stund as a banquet for the flies 
while the baking is being done in order 
to “clear up all at once,” coupled with 
the idea that any way is good enough 
if it saves work, and no failure worth 
investigating for its cause, and any girl 
might well regard housekeeping as the 
meanest kind of drudgery. 

Often the dislike of housework is the 
mother’s own fault, her daughter simply 
adopting the view that has always beer 
presented, Or, no pains has ever been 
taken to make of ft anything more than 
a task to be got out of the way as soon 
as ssible. Almost any child can be 
made to tuke an interest in little duties 
if taught to feel a pride in their perform. 
ance and rewarded now and then by u 
few words of commendation, Liking to 
was dishes is often merely a matter of 
hot water and clean towels—and a bit of 
praise for shining cups and glasses, Lik- 
ing to cook depends somewhat on the 
appreciation of the coooking by the fam- 
ily, and a knowledge of how to do it 
properly. More than ever do I believe 
the table is the keynote in housekceping. 
If meals are served neatly aud attrac: 
tively you generally find the rest of the 
housckeepfag matches. This may 3¢ 
only a netion of mine, but I've seen it 
illustrated in a large number of m- 
‘stances, 

The girl says she hates housework be- 
cause it is “such drudgery.” Yet it is 
drudgery that keeps the world moving. 
There is drudgery, bald, uninviting, mo 
notonous drudgery, in prcry thise, Noth- 
ing great was ever accomplished without 
a preliminary training that embrace 
plenty of drudgery. The pianist, the 
artist, the author, the statesman, the 
great general, passed through a routine 
that was full of it. Its tediousness was 
miude bearable because of the end ever 
held in view. It was drudgery with a 
purpose. And right here I am sure I 
hear some bright girl say: 

“Yos, anes all mean to accomplish 
something by their drudgery. It is a 
means to Aan end, But housework is the 
sinie, day after day, it’s never uone; 
there's nothing to show for it at the end 
of the year,” 

That is true. ‘The artist and the pi- 
anist and the general must wait for the 
results of their discipline. Often death 
intervenes while they are still waiting. 
The housekeeper sees every day the re 
sult of her work im the well-ordered 
house, the health and comfort of her 
family, and feels the satisfaction that is 
born of duty well performed, She knows 
it is the quality of the food she sets be- 
fore them that keeps her husband's brain 
clear for business and fosters a healthy 
growth in body and mind in her littl 
ones. 

She knows that in keeping them wel. 
and strong by providing the kind of food 
necessary to make healthy blood she is 
fitting them to undergo the drudgery that 
will inevitably enter into their life work. 
and she does m er hers a mean 
or ignoble duty. And if she wishes to 
realize her importance in the family she 
has only to drop out—o visiting or tuke 
to her bed—to demonstrate how much her 
services are missed. Ax a reward for 
putting her brains into her work, there 
comes to her at last the conscious ease 
of mastery; the “know how” born of ex- 
perience, so that her tasks are no longer 
irksome, but accepted ax a mutter of 
course.

Absontoviam in the Chamber of Deputies 
is becoming & more and more serious evil, 
and il is hard to say whether the French 
yatom of voting by proxy lon not rather 
incromse it than minimize it. The word 
*absontecisam [do not moan to use ina 
literal sonse I'he members are in the 
Palais Bourbon, but they are in the 
lobbies, the library, the committee 
rooms, tho barrooms, drinking free 
glasses of beor. Bofore leaving the 
chamber they tell a colleague, ‘If 
anything happons you may vote in [my 


atead In writing for Moglish papors wo 
talk of the Chamber of Di putios dis iding on 
abil. This is but a conveniont interprota 
tion of what takes place. Doputies do not 
divide, but vote iu ordinery matters by a 
show of hands: and, whon the result of 
this test is challonged by a ballot vote, 
each member has in his desk packs of blue 
and white cards bearing his name. The 
latter color means **Aye,” and blue ‘ No.” 
To vote by proxy « member simply puts 


his friend's card in the box along with 
his own A member will sometimes 
vote of his own accord for a colleague 


whom he misses, Sometimes three or four 
will each go and vote for the same person. 
Among the good stories of the Chamber of 
Deputies it 1s related that on several oc- 
casions the number of votes recorded was 
groator than a full house. Mistaken votes 
are a daily occurrence, owing to a member's 
opinions on 6 bill being misunderstood by 
a colleague. It that case the person who 
has been made to vote Srcatly drops a 
line to the President, and a notification is 
sent to the Journal Official. 


Yesterday the question of proxy voting 
came up incidentally. The Socialist De- 
puty Viviani was making some remarks 
about the Bank of France charter when he 
noticed that that the chamber was empty, 
and he moyed that tho sitting be adjourn- 
ed foran hour, This drastic proposal was 
ill-received, it being usual in such a case 
to send out whips without stopping pro- 
cvedings. M. Brisson, before putting the 
resolution to the vote, endeavored to sub- 
stitute a mildorone. He asked M. Viviani 
to allow him to adjourn the sitting and open 


it again a8 soon as there Was & quorum. 
But the Socialist member insisted 
on his resolution _ being moved, 
One of his friends, M. Marcel 


Habert, remarked that there were net 50 
inembers present, but that more than 500 
voting cards would be found in the boxes. 
M. Viviani’s motion was put, and lost by 
39 to 126. This literal fulfilment of M. 
Habert's prophecy was receivod with jeers 
on the extreme left. Certainly, if the 
system of voting by proxy had not already 
been brought to the lowest depths of dis- 
credit this result would do it. But mem- 
bers are nov likely to do away with the 
system. Tam tell one of the reasons 
there was such « small house was that 
Deputies have run over to London for the 
jubilee by scores,

Jeourt. The marshal and his deputies 
tare directed by Judge Taft to arrest 
‘and detain any person destroying pro-

The receivers are also directed to 
immediately file a bill for Injunction 
Against all pérsons engaged in uny at- 
tempt to interfere with the luwful oper- 
ation of the mines or of the railroad 
in their charge. Marshal Devannoy 
was served with this order late yeeter- 
day, and will at once proceed In person 
to the locality, and after consultation 
with the receivers will take measures 
to fully obey the order of the court. 

4 Thonsand Cay Leads a Day. 

Bellaire, O., July 7.—A large number 
of extra coal curs were sent into the 
Fairmont, W.Va., district by the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad Compuny yester- 
day. The operators of that field have 
notified the railway people tnat thy 
can furnish one thousand car loads of 
coul a day, and shipments are expected 
to begin soon. Most of thie coal will 
be sent into Ohio to supply the trace 
in this State. It is predicted that 
trouble will result as soon as an at- 
tempt is made to move coal across the 
river, 


Two-Thirds of the Men Ont. 

Pittsburg, July 7.—The strike order of 
the National Executive Board of the 
United Mine Workers of America wis 
obeyed by from 10,000 to 15,000 of the 
21,000 miners in the Pittsburg district 
to-day, While itis estimated that at least 
two-thirds of the miners have thrown 
down their picks, enough men are still 
at work to seriously impair the chances 
unless they ean ultimutely be brought 
out. This President Dolan confidently 
claims cin be done. The operators, on 
the other hand, are in no wise discon- 
certed, und asec ft tat the strike can- 
not succeed. ‘Lhe first break in the 
operators’ ranks was made by J. W. 
Steen of the I, C. mines at Ross: 
ville. (Che diggera refused to work 
and the mine was closed down, but a 
notice was posted that after Wednesday 
(to-day) the 60-cent rate would be paid. 


Almost n Total Suspension, 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 7.—Reports re- 
ceived from the river mines in the 
Pittsburg district indicate that there is 
almost a total suspension of work in the 
pits to-day, and that no strike, so far 
as the river miners are concerned, ix 
xeneral, A despatch from Monongahela 
Suys: 

“The bitter feeling between the river 
and railroad miners that has alwiys 
interfered when a strike was inaugur- 
ated heretofore and prevented good re- 
sults has been lost sight of, and orgun- 
ized, unorginized and imported miners 
have gone in for one faith and for one 
purpose. To-day there are about 50 
men at work and 7000 idle in the Mo- 
nongahela Vatley.”

Selence of Milking. 


It is not cveryone that can mikk a 
cow as it should be done, Some cau milk 
two cows while another is milking one. 
The operation should never be hurricd; 
neither should it be done slovemly; but 
the milk should be drawn steadily as 6b 
flows. Some cows have tender tents, 
and jn milking too mupidly the operi- 
tion is likely to be roughly done, or if 
too much profonged the cow Kets ‘rm 
ritated. <A cow that is naturally im- 
patient and fretful does not like to sub- 
mit to rough handling, and if continued 
her dispositian will soon be ruined by 
such treatment. The constant practice 
ot being milked at regular times soon 
iinpresses itself strongly upon her, and 
she will readily submit without trouble. 
As the udder becomes distended with 
milk, it is a relief to her to have it 
drawn out. When the adders are filled 
to the utmost with milk they become 
painful, aml if not relieved the cow be- 
comes restless. If is happens fre- 
quently or for any considerable time it 
will cause the cow to dry up prematare- 
ly. Milk the cow dry. The last por- 
tion of the milk is the richOst and best. 
In most cases neglect to milk regularly 
and clean is one cause of the cow's 
drying up early, of giving bloody milk, 
of garget and other evils. With kind 
treatment, regulanity in feeding and 
milking, the cows will not only become 
gentle and stay so, but will give milk 
longer, and the season's product will be 
larger. <A really good dairy cow is too 
valuable to be given amything but the 
best treatment.—St. Louis Republic, 


Enlarging the Udder, 


The relaxation of the udder sack be- 
coles so conspicuous in large midkers, 
in some instances, as to make it evident 
that the combined influence of expansion 
and weight tension together have over- 
borme the natural contractive force of 
the udder skin, thus permaneutly enlarg- 
ing the bag by destroying, or ,at lenst 
effectually suspending, its natural aud 
necessary coutractibility. This result is 
cearly shown in the uncontracting bigs 
of cows that are dried only with great 
diMeculty and breed but seldom, or fail 
to breed at all, The skin or sack of 
the udder ia, of course, thinned down, 
os yield and size of bog increases, and 
this, when curried to excess or affected 
too rapidly, is doubtless the chief cause 
of loss of contractile power in the udder 
shin. Inerease of feed being the cause 
of incrensed yield, such feed as adds to 
the bulk of blood increases yield and the 
size of the udder together, This suc- 
culent feed, like grass and roots, tends 
to enlarge the yield and the bag, and 
in this will be found a reason for the 
largest milk-producing cows being gun- 
erally fouml in the best oatural grass 
Jecalities. in both dry and humid clim- 
ates, Thus the best grass countries in 
American do, or surely will, with equal 
cure and training, produce the largest 
or best ylelding cows as a rule—Plow- 
man, 


Waehing the Milk Cana, 


If your washed milk cans smell when 
closed a few hours they are not clei 
enough for mulk. Now cans, pails and 
strainers should be carefully examined 
for irregular creasew in the soldering: a 
lite more aolder will fill these places 
und make the can perfectly sweet in- 
side, In cleansing cans where no boiler 
exists for steaming them, wash first in 
cold water, then in hot water and sal 
soda. Finally, half fill them with cleun, 
scalding water, put on the covers tight- 
Iv for a few moments; they will steam 
themselves completely, By using the 
hot water that stenms our cau for the 
sul soda water for the next one. a limit 
ed amount of hot water will thorough- 
ly purify a good! number of cans.— 
Journal of Agriculture.

The 
effects of the sun seem to be inost marked 
brain aud spinal marrow, ‘The 
brain becomes so heated that the chest 
centre controlling the production of heat 
is affected and the temperature rises from 
the healthy one of 95.5 degrees to as high 
as 100 or over. 

This condition is so serious that a physi- 
cian must be called as soon as possible. 
While waiting the doctor's arrival, much 
good can be done and lives often saved by 
application of iceto the head and spinal 
column. It willdo more good if broken 
up into sniall pioces and placed in clotha 
or rubber bags, bnt in the absence of 
these, pieces of ice can be placed about the 
head and neck. 

Workingmon and others exposed to the 
direct rays of the sun should have their 
hoads protected and should wear woolen 
next to the skin. A useful precaution is a 
pad of cotton batting or flannel sewed 
along the back of the under garment over 
the spine so As to protect it.

Whena case of an 
interesting characrer is to 
up, it gots noised about 
these sonsation-loving people aud 
the room becomes crowded. So far as 
the imombers of the pross are concerned, 
no accommodation whatever is provided 
forthom. No Press table is there, and 
no chairs. Members of the ‘Fourth 
Estate” in Bolloyille, whon reporting 
police court proceedings, have to get a 
place to write as bot they can. If a seat 
becomes vagant, the lucky scribo who sees 
it first makos a mad rush for it and holds 
it, provided some legal friend does not 
immediately suggest that it be given up to 
his client, so he can sit next to him and 
have information poured into his ear. 

It is to be hoped that those in authority 
will speedily make some changes in the 
poople’s court that will tend towards the 
comfort of those who haye business there.

And Frauce, the noxt power 
in point of maritime strength, would have 
to exhaust her whole navy to make such a 
showing as that made Saturday by the 
British, This nation’s * new navy,” 
which is looked upon with justifiable pride, 
is barely a toy fleot beside that of Great 
Britain, whose later battleships are all 
larger and more heayily armed than the 
Massachusetts or the Indiana, 

So far as the sizo of her navy is concern- 
ed, indeed, Great Britain may bo set down 
as equal to any two continental powers. 
Her navy is her strongth, since it gives her 
the domination of the seas, and it is sea 
power which has enabled a small island in 
the North Atlantic Ocean to establish the 
Empiro.—Chicago Record.

Their Crime Was Dosperate.

He humor- 
ously pointed out tw “our Australian 
friends” that the geographical centre of 
the United States is now San Iran- 
cisco,equally distant between the Atlan- 
tic and Honolulu, 

Mr. Chamberlain, toasting “The Brit- 
ish Empire,” said the Jubilee displays 
of the army and navy were a guarantce 
to the colonies that Great Britain would 
spend ber all in their defence. If by uo 
other ties, he continued, the colonies 
were bound to Great Britain by grati- 
tude for having accorded them free 
government. He pointed out the deli- 
cacy and fragility of the links binding 
the colonies to England, and added: “In 
their interests, everything is being done 
to bind the colonies to that England un- 
to which they belong; and we hope soon 
to witness the federation of Australasia, 
which, of necessity, must be followed b 
the federation of the South African col- 
onies, which In turn would lead to the 
federation of the British Empire.” 

Mr. Chamberlain, continuing, said: “I 
helieve, however, that express the 
fecling of those well qualified to repre- 
sent the self-governing colonies when 1 
say they: are of the opinion that any 
change in the political relations between 
FKngland and r colonies would n 
matter of such vast importance and 
complexity, and involve such great con- 
stitutional changes, that it ought at all 
times to be appronched with delicacy 
and reserve, It would be retarded rath- 
er than hastened by any attempt to 
press it to a premature conclusion. We 
10 that the colonists will take back 
this message from the bottom of all 
English hearts We are prepared at 
any sacrifice to maintain intact their 
interests and honor and our own, and 
believe that unity of the Empire is the 
SE ed eo of the imtegrity' of the 
ompire. 

Sir Wilfrid. Laurier, replying, said: 
“Mr. Chamberlain has opened up the 
subject which, more than any other, is 
engaging the attention of the Empire. 
It is of a character that must demand 
the attention of thinking men, One 
thing is certain, the colonies should 
either draw more closely together in the 
Empire or should separate. The deci- 
sion, the cholee, does not Iie altogether 
in the mouths of the colonies, but rather 
in the mouths of the people of the 
Motherland. When Canadi das her 
strength nothing else will satisfy her 
but Imperial representation. If this is 
‘thought to be a dream, then it is a 
dream that should appeal to all men 
and especially to all women.” 

In responding to the tonst to “The 
Army and Navy,” Col. Herbert highly 
complimented the Canadian troops, and 
advocated the representation of the co- 
lonial forces In Her Majesty's Imperial 
troops, so that they might be absolutely 
a part of the British army.

THORN IS MUM. 


Refuses to Say Anything About the Day of 


the Murder«-Dragging Por the Mead, 


Now York, July 8.—Tho harbor police 
bewan the work of dredging for the missing 
hoad of Guldensuppe at 8 o'clock this 
morning. Oapt, Shultz, of the harbor 
police, sent three launches out at 7:40 
o'clock with four oxport grapplora. It is 
thought that the ferry was used and that 
the bundlos were thrown off as the boat 
was entering the slip, If the work horo 
ix pot successful the whole rivor will be 
dragyod as far as Thirty-fourth street and 
acrous in the vicinity of the navy yard, 
whore there is a strong eddy, towards 
which the bundle, if it floated at all, might 
have slowly drifted. Martin ‘Thorn still 
maintains a serene self-composure, but a 
breakdown is expected momentarily, al- 
though he still protests his innocence.

Hore ho stopped—not a 
word about Friday night, When question- 
od closely regarding his movements on that 
day ho rofused absolutely to say a word, 
Gartha’s statement, telling in dotail the 
awful talo of the murder as related by 
Thorn to his friend, was read to the ac- 
cused man last night, and when asked 
what he had to say he roplied ; ‘* Nothing.”

SENATE QUALIFICATION. 


Matter Rests With

“Tf any question arises respecting the 
qualification of a Senator, or & vacancy in 
the Senate, the samo shall be heard and 


determined by the Senate,” 

Therefore, the court to decide the ques- 
tion now threatened as impending would 
be the very body who, having defended 
the best interests of Canada, havo given 
offence. Not only so, but already the 
Senate has taken action in the matter. 
Tho question of qualification has arisen bo- 
foro, and in 1886 the late Sir Alexander 
Campbell, being the leader of the Upper 
House, the question became one of vital 
importance, and was considered in the 
House. Tho result was that a standing 
order was passed, which was afterwards 
ombodied in the rules of the House, whore 
it stands to this day, providing that at the 
commencement of cach now Paasliament 
each momber of tho Senate should renew 
hisaflirmation and proof of qualification, 
before the clerk of tho House as a Com- 
missioner, and receive a certticate therefor. 

This was done last year, and duly chron- 
icled in these columns at the time, some 
amusement being caused by the fact that 

robably the best qualified man in the 
Senate Had to be specially sent for to at- 
tend and qualify, 

The qualifications of a Senator are fixed 
by section 23 of the British North America 
Act. They are (1) that he shall be of the 
full ago of thirty years, (2) that he shall 
be a British subject, (8) that he shall be 
possessed of real estate aboye all debts, 
mortgages, eto., to the value of $4000 in 
the province for which he is a member, (4) 
‘*his real and personal property shall be 
together worth $4000 oyer and above his 
debts and liabilities,” (5) he shall be 
a resident of the province he represents. 
This latter qualification clause (subsection 
5 of section 22) isthe one that has been 
chiefly acted upon, and which has com- 
mended itself as the most fair to all the 
Senators. It seems clear that those whose 
ire has been roused by the action of the 
Senate in the Drummond County deal will 
have to look for some other way of reform- 
ing that body. It may perhaps be a useful 
hint to draw their attention to the fact 
that subsection 4 of section 31 of the act 

rovides that a Senator shall be disqiali- 

ed: ‘Ifho is attainted of treason, or 
convicted of felony or of any infamous 
crime,”

Curious Frogs. 
Appleton's Monthly. 

One of the most interesting species that 
have been described isthe one discovered 
by Mr. Wallace in Borneo a number of 
yearsago. It has been properly called the 
‘flying frog,” from the fact that it has 
toes of great longth, aud. these are fully 
webbed to the tips, Ifthe animal wishes 
to descond from the top ofa high tree it 
has only to make the leap, and by 
spreading out its toes it converts its 
feet into four veritable parachutes, 
and thus this little aerial batrachian reach- 
63 terra firma in safety. Among the most 
curious types are the tree frogs, and Gib- 
son says these ‘are readily distinguished 
from all others by having the ends of their 
toos dilated into kuobs or disks, general- 
ly provided with a sticky secretion, by 
means of which they can cling to tho 
leayes and branches of trees. They 
are small, elegant and exceedingly 
active creatures, the males possess- 
ing loud voices, of which they make copi- 
ous use during the breeding season and on 
the approach of rain.” Frogs have, from 
remote times, been regarded as weathor 
prophets, and at the presont day. Tn some 
parts of Gormany t!> Wuropean tree frog 
(Hyla arborea) is used us & barometer. A 
few of them aro placed iu e tall bottle pro- 
vided with miniature ladders, tho steps of 
which they ascend during fine weather, 
seeking the bottom again at the approach 
of rain. 

Anatomical structures of # variety of 
kinds are characteristic of different species 
of frogs, having todo with the voice or- 
gans. So it is that many croak, some 
chirp, and some almost bellow. Many 
emit noises most disagrovable to all vars, 
while others give vent to sounds that un- 
der some circumstances are quite enjoy- 
able.

The fact that men 
are excluded from these privileges has 
caused no end of amusement the 
women amd no less talk among the lords 
of creation, particularly the crusty 
buchelora of society, who declare that 
calling did keep some women quiet; they 
go so far as to make wagers on what 
mischief their women friends will be up 
to now that there is no necesmity for 
them te pay duty calls. 

There is no union of this kind in this 
city, but the women members of the 
Barnard Olub lowg ago gave up calling 
for the mere name of the thing.

Fitting Your Sleeves.

Decrensed Acreage of Corn—Winter Wheat 
in Ketter Shape Than Lust Year

Phe condition of winter wheat, 81.2, 
is 2.7 points higher than last month 
and 5.6 points higher than in July of 
last year; that of spring wheat, 91,2, ix 
1.6 points “higher than last month, but 
2.1 points lower than m July of last 
year, The average condition of spring 
and winter wheat combined, S4.9, is 1.5 
points higher than that of the corres- 
ponding period last year. The perce:t- 
age of the wheat crop of 1896 reported 
as on hand on July 1, 1897, is 5.46. 

The average condition of the oat crop, 
87.5, compares very unfavorably with 
that of July, 1896, but is only a small 
fraction of 1 per cent, less than the 
average July condition for the last ten 
years,

Chicage Mas 4&7 Dead. 

Chicago, July 11.—Eighty-seven peo- 
ple have died in this city from the ef- 
fects of the heat since July 1. In addi- 
tion 6 have been drowned while bathing 
to escape the sizzling rays of the sun, 
6 have been driven insane, a like num- 
ber have committed suicide, while 347 
prostrations, more or less serious, have 
occurred. The department reports show 
a «reat increase in the mortality among 
children and sufferers from chronic dis- 
cases.

Welcome Shower and Coe@iness. 

Buffalo, July 11.—At midnight five ad- 
ditional deaths from heat were reported 
in this city, making the total number of 
deaths for the day nine. The prostra- 
tions, many of which are serious, num- 
ber over 50. To-day a heavy thunder- 
storm and a downpour of rain for three 
hours has cooled the atmosphere greatty. 





Fourtcen Dead of bt. Louls. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 11.—The record 
of the sun up to 6 o'clock last night in 
St. Louis was: Dead 14, prostratious 
52. Of those prostrated 10 are expected 
to die to-night. Bakers, teamsters, cooks 
and organ grinders form the bulk of 
those prostrated. ‘The city hospital is 
swamped with heat cases, The emer- 
gxency wards are packed. Large tents 
have been ordered placed on the hospi- 
tal grounds, and all heat cases will be 
transferred to them, 

At dawn this morning the temperature 
was SS degrees; at 8 p.m. it was 9. 
As yet there has been no relief from 
the heat. The hot spell in St. Louis 
has listed 12 days and still continues. 
Forty-two persons haye died from sun- 
stroke on the streets, in ambulances, or 
in the Emergency Hospital. 





Seven Deaths In a Day. 

Cincinnati, July 11,—There were seven 
fatalities from heat prostration here yes- 
terday. There are in Cincinnati hospitals 
40 cases of sufferers from sunstroke. To- 
gether with 358 cases under treatment, 
very largely for ailments superinduced 
by heat. The maximum heat mark by 
the weather bureau was 93 at 1 p.m. 
The Coroner reports 58 fatal cases of 
sunstroke here for the past seven days. 
This does not include a dozen such fatal- 
ities for the week in Covington, New- 
port and other Kentucky suburbs. There 
were more than 500 prostrations that 
were not fatal,

Some people were not able to under- 
stund why Queen Victoria did mot wear 
the state crown, which is one of the 
most superb in the world, during the 
jubilee festivities, The crown that she 
Wore was made at her own expense five 
years ago. It is by no means a simple 
affair, even if it does look plain by the 
side of the state crown. The frame 
work, which is light and graceful, is of 
pure gold, and is incrusted with nearly 
H000 briliiants and more than 500 rose 
dinmonds. It is not the crown depicted 
on the current colnage; that is knowa 
as the circlet, and is headed by a fleor 
de lis and cross patte. 

The vaue of the state crown has beea 
estimated at £112,760. It is studded 
with 2788 diamonds, 277 pearls, 11 
emeralds, 16 sapphires, and 4 rubies, and 
bonsts an extra sapphire of extraordin- 
ary beauty which was purchased by the 
First Gentleman of Europe, and a ruby 
the valne of which is said to be inestim- 
able, which was the property of idward 
the Black Prince.

Wouldst thd view fair Melrose aright.

Washington Irving describes the An- 
dalusian moonlight upon the Alhambra 
rulis oa amountiug to an enchantnent, 
My text presents you Jerusalem in ralas. 
The tower down, The gates down. The 
walls down. Everything down, Nehe- 
niiah on horseback by moonlight looking 
upon the ruins, While he rides there are 
some friends on foot going with hin, 
for they do not want the many horses to 
disturb the suspicions of the people. 
These people do not know the secret of 
Nehemiah’s heart, but they are going as 
a sort of bodyguard. I hear the click- 
ing hoofs of the horse on which Nehe- 
miah rides as he guides it this way and 
that, into this gate and out of that, 
Winding through that gate amid the de- 
bri of once great Jerusalem. 

Now the horse comes to dend halt at 
the tumbled masonry where he cannot 
pass, Now he shies off at the charred 
timbers, Now he comes along where 
the water under the moonlight flashes 
from the-mouth of the brazen dragon 
after which the gate was named, Heavy 
hearted Nehemiah!

Paris, July 12.—Paris Charmetant, 
director-ceneral of the French mission 
in the Levant. has received by way of 
the Caucasus and ‘Tillis a report pre- 
vared by u number of Armenian nota- 
bles, and Gregorian bishopy on the 
situation in Armenia, 

It took the messenger who had the 
document in chirge nearly three mouths 
to get through the difficulties and dan 
gers along the Turkish frontier, which 
was carefully guarded against all Ar 
nienianus or Armenian synipathizers, 

The report, which fills 30 printed 
pages, is very carefully prepared, and 
goes fully into the situation. 

According fo its authors, the Turks 
in Anmenin, fearing European inter- 
vention. luive absuwloned the old prac- 
tiees of wholesale massacre, but during 
the last year there have been clandes- 
tine exterminations and most terrible 
persecutions, especially jin the mare 
remote provinces, The ‘Surks apeaiy 
boust that they have sworn to out 
the whole race, slowly but 
surely, 

‘The document recites in detail yarlous 
forms of persecution. It appears that 
the tax collectors seize the inhabitants 
if they do not pay everything demandal. 
“Women are taken through the streets 
with chains around their necks and kept 
for days without food. In some casex 
they are fastened to pilars, head down- 
wards. Freezing water is thrown over 
them or they are beaten until the blood 
runs. In other cases their hands* are 
tled behind their backs. and then cats, 
first made furious, are thrown into 
their bosoms, Often they are burned In 
Various parts of their bodies with reou- 
hot irons. All the highways are guard- 
ed so as to prevent emigration. Not a 
sincle day passes without our hearivg 
of or witnessing somewhere within our 
unfortunate provinces some fiendish 
ernelty.

Uherefore resolved that in view of the su- 
perior Importance und linmediate urgenc, 
of the plebiscite aud Dominion probibl- 
tion chmpulgns we de net make at present 
any further appeals to the Proyinchil 
Government or Legbilature, but that we 
lssue a manifesto to our people explaln- 
Ing the Proyinclal situation and Impress 
the Importance of Immediate attendance to 
the character and record of party candl- 
dates in the coming Provinclal election,” 

lion, S. C. Biggs moved: “Whereas the 
Dowinlon Government at the opening of 
the last session of Parilament, in tre 
speech from the throne, promised to the 
country o Dill authorizing and arranging 
for a plebiscite throughout the Dominion 
ou the probibition of the liquor traMec, 
but the promised DU waa not Introduced 
for several reasons; and wherens the sug- 
xeetion bas been made by the representa- 
tives of the liqnor traff_le to test the vor- 
ers in the same yote on the method of rals- 
Ing the necessary revenue if prohibifien 
should carry; therefore resolved that we 
ecntidently look for the prompt Introduc- 
tlon of the promkied biM at the next ses 
sion of larliament and respectfully re- 
auest: 1, That the basis of the yote be 
the franchise on which the next Parlla- 
ment will be cleeted, 2. That the Issue of 
prohibition be submitted separate from 
all other questions of public policy. Es- 
pecially do we object to any method of 
raisiug revenue being joined with prohibl- 
tion in the yote, as the problem of revy- 
ence has been, ls, and will continue to be 
a public question large and important 
enongh to dealt with by Itself.” 

The resolution was taken np and dt- 
cussed clause by clause and finally passed. 
The Viohbiselte Committee also Introduced 
the following resolution, which was adopt- 
od ufter a short discussion: 

“Resolved, we wiost earnestly exhort all 
the friends of probibition in counties or 
electoral divisions, townships, towns wud 
cities to dethiltely organize go that the 
whole force of prohibition sentiment may 
be brought to bear on the success of the 
Diebiscite and that full and definite pro- 
vision be made for sermons, lectures, ad- 
dresses aud meetings for prayer; also for 
the supervision of the voters’ lists, the 
direct canvass of voters and the distri- 
bution of literature to all the voters, and 
that this work be entered upon at once. 
We recommend that the work be com- 
menced by the calling of conventions for 
electoral dlvistons or counties, that the exe- 
cutive have general oversight of the work 
in the Province and that the counties or 
ridiugs where no organization exists take 
such steps a8 will secure such organization 
iw speedily as possible."

He felt that it Is not boy's 
blay—not & matter of momentary excite. 
ment—but a matter of deep conviction. 
Some people talk of regenerating the man, 
others that the clreumstances must be re- 
Ccnerated, but be held that if the matter 
Ix to be got at right, both must be regen- 
erated. 

TT. Dixon Cralg, M.V., for Bast Durham, 
said that to a politician the prohibition 
question Is an unkown one. t Is awk- 
ward to any candidate, for the reason that 
he wants to get all the votes he can, He 
wouldn't refuse a liquor man's you 
(Laughter,] 

He then asked the question, Can there 
be prohibition? to which he answered, Yds, 


if the people want It, 
Do the people want prohibition? Yea, 
except at election times, [Laughter,] 


Most politicians think that the temperance 
people are a lot of humbugs. The speak- 
es didn't think so. Temperance people 
want prohibition, except at election thne, 
nnd then they vote for the candidate of 
thelr own party. 

On the other hand, the liquor men are 
consistent and won't vote for a temper- 
ance man If they know It, while the tem- 
Perance people yote for the party man of 
thelr cholee, no matter whether the oppos- 
ing candidate is a better temperance man 
or not. Such things hurt prohibition. He 
contended that the only wuy to get pro- 
hibition is by working nod voting for good 
temperance candidates and helping to pay 
thelr expenses If they need It. 

In conclusion, he sald that some may 
the thne hax not come for prolilbition, but 
he held that os soon asx a majority of the 
members of the House of Commons can be 
Kot to yote for a proliibitory liquor law 
the the will have come, 

Key. Dr, Milner, Chicago, then gave his 
experiences while residing in Kansas, hold. 
Ing that prohibition in that State had been 
u kood thing for the people. 1t was sufil- 
cient for him to kuow that the passing of 
the law bad reduced the sale of Aiquors He 
wus of opinion that the people were going 
to have one of the greatest opportunities 


ever given to a people in declaring for 
probibition, 
Mou. G. W, Koss was then announced 


and Wis greeted warmly. At the outset 
he sald as regards the temperance ques: 
tion Le is an optituist so long as he hud 
coutidence in those concerned In Its juan- 
agement, Hy belleved the temperance 
cuuse Ix moving on falrly well and be- 
lleved that the people got an average 
umount of good legislauon from the poll- 
Uctans, :

The British Troops Intervemed at Candia,

Five Warships to Candia to Suppress 
Any Farther Mebammedan Movement, 
and the Bashi BMazouks Are Ordered to 
Surrender Thetr Armes Within Four 
Days. 


London, July 14.—The Vimes' Athen's 
says ollicial despatches 
have been received announcing that a 
serious conflict has taken place at Can- 
dia between a force of British troops 
and o party of Bashi Bazouks, arising 
from the British interveuing in u skir- 
mish between the Bashi Bazouks and 
Christians, Sixteen of the British force 
and a tumber of the Bashi Bazouks 
were killed, The admirals of the foreign 
ficets buve sent five warships to Candia 
to suppress any further Mohammedan 
movement, 

No further details of the conflict have 
been received, but passengers who have 
just arrived from Candia state that on 
account of excesses by Bashi Bazouks 
300 British marines have been landed at 
Candia to replace the Italian garrison 
stationed there. The Bashi Bazouks 
have been summoned by proclamation 
to surrender their arma within four 
days.

eminently in the interest of Kurope.”

He 
has fortitied bis house in Constantinople 
and surrounded it with armed men, to 
whom he has given orders to resist any 
attempt to abduct him.

The Turkish Ministry as a special 
session of the Cabinet yesterday, dis- 
cussed the replies of tne powers ro the 
circular note of the Porte.

Soparate Skirts for Use With Shirt Walsts 
While Biking or Golling, 


To save money is now the golf girl's 
vim, She has found that a costume for 
each variety of athletic sports is too 
much of a strain on her pocketbook, es- 
pecially when it comes to baving 4 new 
one every scason, Co-operation is her 
scheme, and she proposes to combine at 
least two of her sporting gowns in one, 
Thus the golf and the bicycle costumes 
have become interchanyeable, and it is 
not at all uncommon to see the golf girl 
riding her wheel to the links, with the 
cuddie following close behind carrving 
the sticks on a wheel of his own, Folks 
xo on their wheels to play golf or to pet 
to the beach for bathing, and not merely 
for the bieyele ride as formerly. 

One economical device is to have a re- 
versible skirt. The bicycle skirt has a 
lining of some sort of plaid material, 
which is pretty for golfing and which is 
finished so that it can be wor) cither 
side out. 

Such a skirt, however, is rather heavy 
for actiye exercise, especially in hot 
weather, and the average woman pre 
fers a light woolen suit that isn’t lined 
or even one of crash for ordinary short 
tours, 

A very good tweed suit can be pur- 
chased, complete with leggings, skirt and 
jacket, for $10. Others cost from &8 
to $12, and it is foolish extravagance to 
pay more than $15. One snit of crash, 
trimmed with a white scroll pattern, 
sold at the astonishingly small figure of 
$6.75. It merely included the skirt and 
jacket, however, and crash is, of course, 
very cheap material. The jacket was 
one of those Etons that reach to the 
belt in the back and flare open in the 
front. The skirt was divided in the back 
and buttoned up each side of the front, 
Both skirt and jacket were trimmed with 
white braid put on in scroll pattern, 

Tan leather is a sensible trimming. It 
looks especially well with brown cloth, 
the combination of two browns bein 
very rich. It is usually stitched arounc 
the bottom of the skirt in u band about 
three inches wide. The band is not, 
cut straight around at the top edge, but 
curves up now and then in graceful 
little points. Straps in a sort of scroll 
pattern fasten the skirt together at the 
front gores in the places where ordinary 
skirts are buttoned. 

The Bton jacket has leather fasten- 
ings and trimmings on revers and cuffs, 
and the sailor hat has a leather band.’ 
Gray trimmed with white kid in this 
manner makes a beautiful show costume, 
but it isn’t a particle of use for the pur-

pose for which it is’ designed. The 
‘igh shoes are, of course, trimmed te 
mateh with the same kind of leather, 
a circumstance which necessitates their 
being made to order, and thus increases 
the price of the whole suit. 

Golf and bicycle shoes are decorated 
with fancy patteras in patent leather, 
Plain brown leather shoes have brown 
patent leather feet. These sell for sev- 
eral doMars. Canvas shoes with brown 
leather seroll patterns on both foot and 
fop can be bought for the same price. 
Tan calfskin, undecorated, sells for $5, 
which is the lowest ficure at which one 
cin purchase such shoes, 

Knglish women do not wear a high- 
topped shoe. They say that it impedes 
the movement of the muscles and is es- 
pecially objectionable in bicycling, be- 
sides being very warm and uncoimfort- 
able in summer, Yhey prefer low shoes 
with plaid golf hose. There has been 
no explaination vouchsafed from the oth- 
er side to tell why a plaid stocking is 
considered more modest than «a plain 
one, but so i ried in the English 
mind iopression which may be de 
rived from the Scotch idea that a 
“pliidie’ is sufficient covering for any- 
body.

DEAD EASY FOR M’LEAN, 


A Fellow Prironcr &t Headguaricrs Tells 
Hiow the Beaperado Got Held 
of the Crowbar. 


Toronto, July 15. 

The mystery which puzzled the police as 
to how Jack McLean, the burglar and des- 
perado murderer, who escaped from Police 
Hendguarters, got bold of a crowbar has 
wel set at rest. McLean was astute and 
lls line of action wis the simplest In the 
world. It appears that the then prisoner 
spent half an hour In the cells before the 
Volice Court opened, He saw the crowbar 
in the corridor outside the cage or about 
20 feet from the cage, McLean went up 
stulrs Into the court-room to be remanded 
temporarily till the Barrle detective arriv- 
ed in the ufternoon. He was one of the 
first to go downstairs ufter belng remanded. 
A fellow prisoner named Callahan, who had 
Just been committed to Jal fora term, came 
downstalrs just after, while the station duly 
mun remained behind to help «” lame pri- 
soner down the stairs. McLean, who was 
downstairs firet, with a quick movement 
picked up the crowbar lying outside the 
cage and placed It In the closet near by, 
Where he could reach it from Inside the 
cage. Callahan saw this move, and asked 
McLean what he dk that for, MeLcan 
winked knowingly at his fellow prisoner 
nud sald: *Lhere’s a bad smell from that 
closet and IT want to fix 1" In the menn- 
time the station duty man came down with 
the lame prisoner referred to und of course 
MeLean was at this time quietly In the pri- 
soners’ cage, Callaban and the other pri- 
soners were then taken of to Jall, leaving 
McLean alone, The station duty man lock. 
vd the door and went away. It was 
“an cosy matter then for the Durglar to get 
hold of the crowbar and make good his 
excupe, which he did. 

Calihun only learned yesterday that Me- 
Lean had escaped and told what he knew 
ubout the crowbar, 

It wis reported last night that McLean 
and his two pals, now In Barrie Jail, wore 
wanted In Buffalo on a chorge of murder, 
A wan was knoeked down and killed In 
the streets of that city a few weeks ago 
by three men, who are sald to answer the 
description of McLean and his pms, 

Of course MeLean bas not been recap- 
tured, Detective Dayls cleverly put him 
in quod, but other members of the force by 
their carelessnesa let him go. 

MeLean, who subsequently eluded the 
detectives at Toronto Junction, did not 
skip out on a freight train, as many sup- 
posed he would. He sleptina barn on the 
outekicts of the town not very far from the 
spot he was followed to, and on the follows 
ing morning he was at Mr. Baby's estate 
on Elizabeth-street. When he arrived tn 
town he recognized the face of a man he 
knew at the Occidental, and, belng heated, 
took a drink at the tap ontalde and meved 
on, saying: “I know you,” and putting up 
his hands, turning bis head sideways, con- 
tinued, “You'll hear more of me later,’ anu 
he did. MeLenn was evfdently very bold 
In taking the main street of the town to 
reuch King'’s-roud; but had he gone the back 
way he would most probably have encoun- 
tered Detective Cuddy. He Is believed to be 
still in the vicinity, It Is sald he has some 
very respectable relatives In the vielnity

Midsummer Cure of Moses, 


In many amateur gardens the rose 
bushes are, after the blooming season 
ot May and early June, left to shift for 
themselyes. If the soil is moderately 
rich they start new growth along the 
old wood or send up shoots from the 
root which push their way in any direc- 
tion among the tangle of spent stems 
end branches, Various inseots attuck 
them—especially the perforating rose 
elug, so recently domesticated among 
tir, Lue leuves ecume yelow and brown 
with leaf-spot disease and long before 
Autumu they have ceased to grow and 
present the appearance of vegetable 
wrecks. 

lor the benetit of rose growers whose 
experience is limited, a few directions 
for midsummer treatment may be given: 
As soon as the blooming season is over 
all annual and bybrid perpetual varieties 
should be judiciously cut back and the 
hew growth brought into shape. With 
the old wood many insect pests will be 
removed, and go it is advisable to burn 
the trimmings at once. If the new 
growth shows any leaves with numer- 
ous holes or ragged edges, syringe the 
plants with white hellebore tea—one 
even tablespoonful to a gallon of water 
—taking care to wet every leaf and 
twig. In case the leaves turn brown 
and begin to drop prematurely, give 
them a syringing with Bordeaux mix- 
ture. A heavy mulch with well-rotted 
stable manure or compost mixed with 
a large proportion of bone meal will 
put them in condition for strong new 
growth and, in the case of the hy- 
brids, will promote the formation of 
buds for another period of bloom late 
ip summer and continuing until frost. 

The tea roses and kindred = strains 
bloom most freely and perfectly, if pro- 
vided with sufficient moisture during 
the heats of July and August, while 
the other varieties are resting. Water- 
ing, when done at all, should be copi- 
ous, and eynaporntion, checked by stir- 
ring the soil of the bed to the depth 
of a couple of Inches. making what is 
ealled a “dust blanket.” To follow 
these methods will require but ittle 


time or toil In rose beds of ordimary 
size and will be followed by satistac- 
tory growth and bloom. 





Tilowtne Under o Green Crop, 

The benefit derived by plowing under 
a@ green crop is not yet fully determin- 
ed, Yet when manure is not readily 
obtainable it is one of the most con- 
venient and economical ways of build- 


ing up the fertility. Mven when man- 
ure is plenty it can often be done to 
good advantage for this reason: Soil 
that is cropped year after year soon 
becomes hard and dead and lumpy. It 
backs so hard and so tichtly uround 
crowing plants that cultivation be- 
comes difficult, Vegetable mould or 
humus is the great necd of most soils 
that are cropped continuously Barn- 


yard manure or commercial fertilizers do 
not furnish this in sufficient quantitics 
ecuring the beat results, nor do they 
restore to the soll as much as each suc- 
ceeding crop requires, 
It is largely on this account that it is 


always advisable to plow under not 
only a green growth whenever a favor- 
able opportunity oceurs, but also to 


plow under weeds, stalks or grass,rather 
thin te burn them. There 4 of course, 
very little manunial value in dry weeds, 
stolke or grass, but the mechanical ef- 
foct ia nbways beneficial.

REGISTRATION ACT.” 


A Number of Changes in the New Law, 
as Applied in Citles, 

Under section dl of the Act to make 
curtain amendments to the Statute Law, 
Chapt. Id, UO Vie, itis onacted that * Tho 
Act respecting the Registration of Man 


hood and other voters in Cities and the 





Acts amending tho sams shall apply and 
be in foreco in every city and iu every 
country Lown, 

This cnactmont changes the system of 
the compilation of the Voters’ List for 
Provincial purposes, 

Chaptor 4 of the Ontario Statues 1895, 
is now in foree in the City of Bolleville. 
This Act provides that on the seventh day 
after the issuing of the writs for an vlection 
the Electoral District, the Board of 
Royietrars (consisting in Bolleville of the 
the Police Magis- 
Local Master) shall 
have appointed registrars for at least 
four divisions in tho city to receive 
applications and evidence of persons cn- 
titled to be placed on the Provincial voters 
list. The Registrars shall hold sittings for 
four days, commencing at 9 o'clock in the 
morning and sitting until 10 o'clock in the 
oyening, vith one hour for dinner and one 
hour for supper intermission ; and one of 
the four days shall be a Saturday. Appli- 
cants shall bave the right to appeal to the 
Board of Registrars from the decision? of 
any of the Registrars. The Appeal Board 
shall consist of at least three of tho above 
named ofticials. 

There is now no further uso for part 
three in the presont Municipal list. And 
all manhood suffrage voters will have to 
register at the time of election, 

This amendment is a step in the right 
direction and gives every person desiring 
to vote, and having the proper qualifica- 
tion, An opportunity of being in a position 
to cast his yote on election day. Tho 
qualifications for a voter are: Man, 2 
years of age or over, British subject, resi- 
dence in province at least one year, resi- 
dence in municipality one month or over. 
There xre tho usual exceptions—mariner, 
lumberman, student, commercial traveller, 
&o.—as to residence,

CHAINLESS BICYCLES PROMISE TO BE 
POPULAR. 

It is not unlikely that the chainless bie - 
cle will be manufactured by the majority 
of the big firms noxt year. There has hoon 
talk of such «a possibility for the last two 
years, but cach cycle show hay seon bu « 
few models, with the information that the 
machinery needed to make them for the 
market would proyent their being on -al 
for some time. 

From information tbat has been gleane ' 
from various sources, however, it approars 
very probable that the year 1898 will ree 
them on salo at overy cycle salesroom, Ip 
has been atated that one of the laryzost 
makers has bought all the patents possible 
(about seventy) in relation to chain'oss 
wheels, and will manufacture them as |i- 
loader for the year, with a chained ¥ heel 
at a reduced price. If the report is true, 
it is cortain that all other makers will pr: - 
pare some kind of a chainless wheel for the 
market, 

Of course, as has been usual in post 
yoars, each maker is carefal about makin 
statements as to his succeeding year’s )):0 
duct, and nono of thom have made any »n 
nouncement for 1898. The num*or of in- 
ventors of chainlees wheels in dispos'ny of 
their patents, however, load many to |» - 
lieve that neat y: ar will see the much talk- 
od of chainless wheel on sale. 

The first chainless wheel made its a) 
pearance in thiscountry about five > ars 
ago, but was rather crude in construc’inn 
and did not meet with success. It wi- 
made on the bevel gear style and, althous!h 
improvements were made on it each suc- 
ceeding year, there appeared some difticulty 
about making a model with a tread narro + 
enough to suit the riding public. 


Since that time inventors have devout «! 
their time to perfecting it, but with uncer 
tain success. A number of models werw 
seen at the cycle show last February, but 
with few exceptions they could not be 
termed perfect ; either because of too much 
friction in the mechanism or the width of 
the tread, which failed to strike the fancy 
of the average rider. By noxt year it is 
expected that it will be nothing out of the 
ordinary to see chainless bicycles on every 
road in the country.

The welcome meeting in Massey Hull 
was attended by between 5000 and GU0U 
delegates, and was successful ju every 
respect. Only delegates were admitte! 
up to 2.15 o'clock, and they so cvolm- 
pletely filled the big hall that when the 
general public rushed in by hundreds 
they had to be content with back seats 
ju the top gallery and standing room. 

The enthusiasm of the delegates broke 
out before the proceedings opened. A 
number of good old Methodist hymns 
were sung in u most hearty and spirited 
manner, Then came a Hag incident A 
party of enthusiasts marched Into and 
across the top gallery, carrying the Bri- 
Ush and American fags. Immediately 
the huge assemblage rose, wave 
thousaads of handkerchiefs and sanz 
“Marching Through Georgia” which 
was followed by “God Save the Queen,” 
The flags were hung, side by side, from 
a top box, and there they rested, form- 
ing a significant emblem of the interna- 


tional and peaceful character of the 
convention, More hymn singing foilow- 
ed and American patriotism and en- 


thusiasm again broke out ju the sing- 
ing of “My Gountry "Tis of Thee.” 

After these interesting and Inspiring 
preliminaries, James L. Hughes took the 
chair and announced that Prof, Bxcell 
of Chicago would conduct the musica! 
portion of the proceedings. By this 
time the hall was filled to overtiowing. 
Rey. Chancellor Burwash of Victoria 
University led In prayer and then the 
chairman introduced Premier Hardy, 
who was enthusiastically received. 

The Premier was in capital form «anil 
humor and extended a hearty welcome 
on behalf of the prevince. In theatrici! 
language, he made a hit. He exprvss- 
ed his amazement at the rapid growth 
of the League and referred to the great 
good that was being accomplished ty 
these modern church societies. It was 
an Englishman who said that much 
coukd be made of a Scotchman if he 
was caught young. [La ter.] The 
Epworth League was evidently actin 
on this principle. The dixnified little 
Premier proceeded to bestow every kind 
of compliment upon the visitors. Tle 
told them that they were the pick and 
flower, the youth and beauty, of a great 
and powerful church in a great coun- 
try. Did they not speak the same lan 
guage, sing the same bynins, breathe 
the same prayers, read the same Bille: 
in fact, were they not of the same stock 
as the people of Canada? [Applause] 
A good word for Canada was then in 
omer and the Premier spoke it. On- 
turio, he said, was as fertile as any 
of the most favored states of the Union, 
It compared with Olio in agricultnre, 
with California in mines and with any 
state in education and general happi- 
ness. 

The Premier coucluded by scattering 
more compliments and again welcoming 
the strangers to Torouto and to Ontario.

Three ringing cheers for the Queen 
and the President of the United States 
followed the reading of this reply. 

Rey. Dr. Carman welcomed the dele 
gates on behalf of Canadian Methodism.

over, Let them go on and take pos- 
session of the hatracks and wuimbrelly 
holders and make themselves right at 
hame.

Mr, Haven looks like 
n reverend father, but when he starts 
talking he proves that he is a ood 
Methodist. His subject was “Red «od 
White.” He spoke in terms of color, 
referring to the red as representing 
sacrifice and war and the white as re- 
presenting purity and peace, He point- 
ed out the beauty and sufficiency of the 
white life of purity, and the need of 
many men and women living this life 
and fighting against the hordes of sen- 
suality and yice of all descriptions. 

Professors Gabriel and Excell delight- 
ed the audience with a splendidly ren- 
dered duet, “ Let a Little Sunshine In.” 

Then followed Rey. J. 1. Lanceley's 
address, entitled “What Meaneth ‘This 
Host?” Mr, Lanceleys address was a 
characteristic one, being novel and full 
of exciting allusions to modern hap- 
penings that had excited the interest of 
the people, After describing many kinds 
of hosts, including the recent Caraen 
City host, he asked what the present 
host meant. In his opinion it meant 
a gathering of workers for Christ who 
had come to mect each other, hear each 
other’s experience and be cheered and 
comforted by realizing how many bro- 
thers and sisters they had with them in 
the work. ‘They would go back, each 
to his peculiar sphere, with a firm de- 
termination to work harder than ever 
for the Muster. 

The Carlton-street Methodist Church 
quartet sang “In the Sweet Bye-and- 
Bye,” to the intense delight of the au- 
dience, and Rey. W. D. Broudfield of 
Galveston, Texas, followed with a very 
learned address, entitled “Buck to 
Christ.” Mr. Brondfield is a young man, 
but he is « fresh, clear thinker, and is 
well acquainted with every phase of 
modern criticiam. He dealt with his 
subject in a most exhaustive and in- 
teresting manner, and at times sturtled 
his hearers with admissions, such as 
that the church had been driven from 
many positions which it formerly held 
by keen criticism. Whe church was in 
retreat, but intelligent Christinns knew 
where the retrent would end. “Back to 
Christ” was the ery of the age, and 
when Ile was reached the retreat would 
stop and critics would criticize in vain. 

The meeting closed with a prayer and 
the singing of the doxology.

Trite Truths That Will Pay For Putting 
Them Into Practice, 


Keep water where the ducks cau help 
themselves white eating. 

‘Lhe freshest eggs ure ulways the best 
for hatching. . 

Geese and turkeys will not thrive if 
closely contined, 

Pekins ure the best breed of ducks to 
riise without water, 

When the hens have the scours feed 
chalk in the soft feed. 

When the hens are confined they should 
have plenty of cool, clear water. 

Always feed chickens before giving 
them water in the morning. 

Irom now on the best place for spring 
turkeys is on the range. 

By having low roosts the fowls will 
be more comfortable and bumble foot 
may be avoided. 

Dig up a part of the poultry yard and 
give the fowls an opportunity to ex~ 
ercisc. 

Damaged grain or soft feed is always 
dangerous; it is apt to induce disease. 

Ducks can live in water all day, but 
oust have dry quarters at night. 

Removing to warm, dry quarters will 
fight the biggest half of any disease in 
poultry. 

Fens that are over-fed are not healthy 
and will not Jay regufarly, Good thrift 
will give the best results, 

Eges should be cleansed as soon as 
gathered, if soiled, especially those you 
intend to store away. 

Burn up the old nest materials and 
replace it with new as soon as a hen 
comes off with her brood. 

Boiling the milk given to the hens 
will increase its yalue and lessen the 
risk of its producing disease. b 

Fowls that have a good variety of 
food do not need artificial stimulants or 
condiments to make them lay or to keep 
them in good health. 

If you breed the fowls to short legs 
you gain in having more meat on the 
body. 

If gecse are kept at the lowest cost, 
it is essentin! that they have good water 
and good pasturage. 

Loss of fenthers is usually caused by 
want of green food or want of a dust 
bath, or both. 

Pullets should be kept for laying, but 
a sufficient number of the best old hens 
should be kept especially to lay eggs 
for hatching. 

In some cases Inte broods may be 
made profitable, but Is rather the ex- 
ception than the rule.

AIYLYING X-KAYA TO MINING 


Los Angeles, July 11. - To apply the 








X-rays to mining is a novel idea which has 





just been developed by Dr. F. K. Yoakum 
of this city. He has fixed the X rays on a 
pieco of quartz, whose exterior showed no 
indication of gold, and has imprinted upon 
a photographic plate the shadow of parti 
cles of the precious metal within. 


On June 30 the physician was ploto- 
graphing » tumor. There was « vacant 
space on the pl sto, and just for luck ho 


paces there a bit of gold-bearing quartz 
Vhen the plate was developed there styod 
forth upon it che outlines  f with 
spocks here avd there showing the presence 
of gold, Since then he bas taken a number 
of pictures of valuable ore. The X-rays 
pass through the quartz easily, but the 
gold BlaAySs their prouross, 40 the ray photo- 
graph shows the presence of gold distinct- 
ly. 

Tt is not necessary to tako « photograph. 
It is possible to hold ore in one’s hand and 
by looking through the screen toward the 
rock the shadow of the gold is visible. Dr. 
Yoakum believes this discovery will be of 
service to geologists and imineralogists in 
studying rocks. He thinks perhaps it will 
be possible to use X rays in mining ore.

partment, « position he is not, never was, 
nor never will bo qualitied to fill with o 
tithe of the ability that the old war horse 
possesses, and whose style becomes rather 
tho precise linon draper than the man who 
his office and its responsibilities in a firm 
grip. Then Mr. Sifton was brought in, 
though no one can reasonably claim for 
him exceptional ability or even quickness 
or safe judgment. He is said to bea man 
strongly endowed with a koon oye to family 
advantages and given to potty vindictive- 
ness. Not satisfied with the selection of 
theabove importeds, the new Premior 
of Now Brunswick, who for years was 
recognized ag a somowhat questionable 
manipulator of men and who comes 
nearer to the general conception of 
the ‘“‘practical politivian'’ than any 
man who ever held a portfolio in a Liberal 
Government (it we except the present 
minister of Public Works). Mr. Blair was 
said by those nearest to him to be ready to 
drop on either side of the fence, and is 
further said to have demanded the _port- 
folio of ** Railways and Canals or nothing” 
when he was asked to join the federal 
Government.

The partial outcome of Blair's admission 
to the Government is the Drummond 
Counties railway purchase and the im- 
vending scandal, together with the Crow's 
Nest Pass railway deal, otc. Then the ab- 
surd climax was reached whon Mr, Laurier 
called into his cabinot Mr, Dobell, a Que 
bee Tory and son-in-law of the late Sir 
David MacPherson. 

This man was nota Liberal in any senso, 
but 4 codfish aristocratic Tory, and a poor 
Specimen at that, He possesses no special 
ability, and his introduction into the 
Uabinet remains one of the mysteries which 
may be some day cleared up. It is said he 
was Lady Aberdeen's choice, but who, 
pray, gave her power and influence to 
make Ministers? If she has, then let this 
form of petticoat Cabinet-making end, and 
let the Premier act upon the lines of re- 
sponsible government. Altogether, the 
Cabinet is not likely to he either harmoni- 
ous or successful, and it is not unlikoly 
that it will soon share fie fate of historic 
**all tho talents” miniswy of Britain that 
fell through the weight of too many am- 
bitious men being under the nominal 
leadership of a weak man. _

A Jubilee Carpet. 


The carpet to be presented to the Queen 
from the Duchess of Teck’s Committee, on 
behalf of the women of England, has just 
been completed, and was on private view 
on Saturday at Bridgnorth. The design 
Was cxamined by the members of the 
Royal Family. Tho carpet isintended for 
the dais of the Throne Room at Bucking- 
ham Palace, The centre consists of a da- 
iask of two Royal reds, with the Tudor 
Rose and Star alternating in the ground. 
Inthe middle is introduced the Garter, 
with the inscription: ‘*Honi Soit qui 


mal y pense,” and thy imperial monogram 
comes in the centre point, On each side 
of the Garter is 4 spray of laurel, united by 
a knot of blue ribbon; above is the Imperial 
Crown, with a short scroll, having the 
dates 1837 and 1897 on either side. The 
horder is in striking contrast with the 
centre, and the rose, shamrock, and thistle, 
and the Indian lotus are prominent in its 
design ; while at each corner is a bold me- 
dallion with the tiger, clephant, kangaroo 
aud beaver introduced as emblematic of 
India, Africa, Australia, and Oanada. 
Tho carpet is a remarkable piece of textile 
work, and being a gift from the women of 
VWogland, it may be noted it has been 
made by Bnglish women, and each of its 
four million and odd stitches has been 
tied by hand, It is very noticeable for its 
strongth of color, and no leas than 70 or 
80 shades of yarn have been used in its 
tuanufacturo.

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BICYCLE GYMKHANA, 


Cunada Farnishes the Very Newest Thing 
in Wheeling Noveltica, 


Lhe word “gymkbanua comes to us 
from Lodia, and uesns something very 
like a circus, although the latter word 
fuils to sUggest We yrace aud dignity to 
be sevu ina bicycle gywkhana, where the 
slavds ure of steel and wheel. 

Such an entertainment has been re- 
cenUy given in British Columbia for 
Sweet churity’s sake by amateur wheel- 
men, aud proved most successful. 

A gywmkhana could be as readily given 
in any part of the world where there 
are men apd wmuidens who ride their 
wheels well and are ready to give a 
moouth’s tite to the rehearsals. : 

A large hall or drill shed should be 
secured where the weather cannot effect 
the sawdust track, nor kecp spectators 
away when the date for the gymkhana 
arrives, 

The men taking part should wear 
white knickerbockers, red coats, red and 
white jockey caps, red stockings and 
white shoes, the girls white duck skirts; 
red and white striped shirtwuists, re 
leather belt, white sailor hat with red 
bund, red stockings and white shocs 
To carry out the effect the stockings 
should be identical. 

The entertainment opens with an over- 
ture by the band, followed by a musical 
ride by sixteen Indies and gentlemen, 
mounted on wheels, which have been 
decorated with red and white ribbons, 
They circle slowly around the hall once, 
then down the centre in twos, then in 
fours, then in eight in a row, and Inst- 
ly sixteen straight across. When the 
lines are kept true the effect is delight- 
ful. Then they wind like the letters 8S 
in single file from the top of the

down and back, then the ladies start 
from one corner, the gentlemen from the 
opposite, and they cross each other, one 
at a time, near the centre, forming a 
letter X. They end by forming a ring 
in the centre, and winding in and out 
until the leader has been to the centre 
and out again. Then they ride out to 
the dressing rooms and that completes 
the musica! ride. 

Next on the gram comes a potate 
race. The leader comes out and places 
at intervals down the hall three potatoes 
on the right and three potatoes on the 
left, the same distance apart. hen 
the signal is given no girl on a bicycle 
starts down the right side, a man rides 
down the left side, until they seach the 

A aa is Sica Nate the ae 

‘hey dismount, pick up potato, 
carry it on their wheel back to the lead- 
er, ing it at his feet. They turn, 
ride bac , dismount for the second po- 
tato, ride with it back to the leader, and 
so on, until they have each gat up 
their row. Usually a girl will mouné 
more quickly than a man, and is, there 
fore, more apt to win in a petato race. 
Two more couples try their skill m this 
direction, and then there is a heat 
for the winners. 

Next comes an overture by the band 
when fancy riding may be imtroduced, 
and a clown and possibly a stuffed — 
tied on to his bicycle will make a Rittle 
extra fun. 4 

The fifth item of the program might 
be the winding of a May pole by twelve 
little girls in white dresses and garlands 
on their heads, and their bicyclex alse 
bedecked with paper roses, Then fol- 
lows an obstacle race. Two long benches 
are placed across the hall, on which rests 
a box of soda crack and at the upper 
end of the hall a table containing sev- 
eral glasses of lemonade. When all ts 
ready n signal is given and four young 
men on their wheels ride down the cen 
tre, lift their bicycles over the interven- 
ing benches, mount again, ride up to a 
cracker box, dismount, eat one craeker, 
and return as they came, pausing at the 
table to drink a glass of lemennde, ufter 
which they make a complete circult of 
the hall beforp the race ended, 

Next the lancers, “danced,"’ if one may 
be allowed that word, by sixteen men 
and maidens on their wheels. They form 
in two sets and go through the figures 
of the Jancers, c#rcling around each 
other instead of “turning partners,” and 
ending with the grand chain, making one 
of the prettiest items of the evening. 

The thread and needle race consists 
of four young ladies riding down the 
hall and each presenting a young niin 
with a spool of thread and a needle, Ue 
must thread the needle while she waits 
on her wheel. When it is returned to 
her she rides back with it to the leader, 

Tilting at the ring is the most diMcult 
fent for the amateur bicyclist to at- 
tempt. It means belng able to earry a 
long spear while riding at full specd and 
putting this through a series of rings, 
which are suspended from u gibbetiike 
arrangement, over the rider's head. This 
ean be arranged in three heats, with a 
prize for the winner. 

If one has tried to wee how slowly one 
can go on a wheel without actually fall- 
ing off one will know how dificult it ts 
to win in a tortoise race, where the vic- 
tor is he who cemen in hast.

IT’S A GREAT PITY 





That Correspeudence Between England 
and America Cauuot be Restratocd 
and Generous Lauguaage Used, 


London, July 1¥.—T. P. O'Connor, M. 
P., in yesterday's Weekly Sun, says: 
“Mr. Sherman, the American Secretary 
of State, is a useful reminder to the 
rulers of the country that the world is 
not all peace and friendship to Dnogland,. 
It must appear to every humane man 
something of a pity that these constant 
bickerings should take place between 
two nations so bound up by common 
interests and great common heriliges 
us America and Hngland. 

“There are doubtless sections of opin- 
ion in America which are distinctly pro- 
English. The section of which this can 
be said with the most certainty is the 
Episcopalian body. 

“Episcopalians of the United States 
have strong affiliations with the Angli- 
can Chureh, and in religion blood is 
thicker than water, Moreover, this 
body, though not numerically very large, 
is very intlucntial, Some of the greut- 
est financiers of America are Episcopil- 
jans, and financiers all over the world 
have a good deal to say on the great is- 
sues of peace or war. 

“This section of opinion is dead 
against any misunderstanding, much 
less conflict, with Hngland, but, after 
all, the truth must be faced, Where is 
in the United States a very powerful, 
very constant and at times a very rabid 
current of hostility to England; and 
statesmen will be foolish who do not 
recognize this fact, and, recognizing it 
take steps to bring it to an end, 

“Meantime, it is somewhat to be re- 
gretted that diplomatic correspondence 
between the two governments cannot be 
carried on in language a little more re- 
strained. The American statesman is 
a little too downright for the language 
which men are accustomed to use when 
they are dealing with such dreadfully in- 
flammable forces as national passions. 

“IT see that some of the Americans

since the Queen first had built for her 
own use a private railroud carrhige, 
This building took place in 1874, and th 
carriage was constructed on the bogi 
system and on narrow giuuge dimensions, 
It speaks volumes for the men why de 
signed and built this carriage, that de 
spite all improvements and enlarged 
ideas, the Queen to-day believes no bet- 
ter carriage could be conceived than one 
built on the planus of that in which she 
has traveled for so long and to so muny 
places, : 

Therefore, the Queen's own coach in 
this new and magnificent train will 
simply be an enlarged edition of the 
original of 1874. ‘The first carriage was 
$3 fect in length, while the length of 
the new one is O4 feet, The Queen's 
own apartments occupy the central por- 
tion of the carriage. The entire carn 
age now rests upon a new anil yery 
strong steel basis, all of which is en- 
eased in solid mahogany, which is, as 
anyone who deals in fine woods knows, 
about as expensive an arrangement as 
could be made, 

The interior of the Queen's saloon Is 
yannelled in satin wood, while the cvil- 
fog has a white ground, with hand-paint- 
ed decorations. ‘The effect is charming. 
The furniture is upholstered with cream 
colored silk taberette, while the ch tirs 
and couches are finished off with green 
and white silk cord and lace, The 
floor is carpeted with green and white 
Axminster, Numerous incandescent 
lamps light the saloon as sollly as if 
the rays of the moon shone in and ib 
lumined it. 

The general effect of this room is rest- 
ful in the extreme, both to thes oye snd 
to the physique. It is fitted just as it 
Is constructed—to make f person com 
fortable in eyery sense of the word, 
mentally and physically, and thus rob 
traveling of its sorrows and add to its 
joys. All the door handles and plates, 
the lights and other metal fittings of 
the carriage are of solid silver. At the 
entrance, which is in vestibule fon 
and more than six feet in width, are 
double doors. There is at the entrance 
also.a folding step for the Queen's con- 
venience, 

The other five cars of the train ure 
entirely new, all the carriages belug on 
the corridor system, so familiar to Cu 
nadians, but so rare to the Englishman. 

ch car rests on a steel frame, and 
all are decorated in charming finhion. 
The decorations are not the suddenly 
conceived ideas of a clever workniun, 
but are all from drawings made by akill- 
ed artists. They represent not me-ely 
fantastic designs, but delicate tracery 
and patterns se near to nature as to seem 
rather the original than a duplicate. 

This huge train, which weighs in itself 
exclusive of the engine, over 300,000 
pounds, is drawn by that magnificent lo- 
comotive the Empress of India. The 
engine has been repainted and redecor 
ated, and when it pulled out of London, 
June 21, it was the finest locomotive, in 
appearance at least, that ever Enuglaud 
saw. One might easily be pardoned 
for going inte ecstasics over the interior 
fittings of the Royal train just dexcrib- 
ed As stated, the interior decoration 
is something at which even the most ar- 
tistic would marvel, so beautiful is it. 
It is a combination of the modern style 
of interior decoration, and the genuine 
art which inspir the brush of the 
painter, 

It is almost like paying a visit to some 
grand gallery, where samples of the 
daintiest creations of the decorators 
pencil and the artist’s brush are roup- 
ed skle by side. ‘There is nothing about 
the Jubilee which will appeal more 
strongly to Her Majeaty than will the 
advance in art shown by the interior of 
her own car—if she will but turn her 
memory back to the days of her girl- 
hood.

Mra, Oliphant was born at Wallyford, 
neir Musselburgh, in MidloTiian. in 
S26, her maiden name being Margaret 
Oliphant Wilson, Her early attempt at 
writing for the immediate pleasure of 
her own circle of friends met with so 
much approbiution that her first novel, 
called “DPassiges in the Life of Mra, 
Murguret Maitland of Sunnyside,” was 


given to the publisher, With this work 
her long career of activity was cutered 
upon. Most of her novela were stories 
of daily life, or were chosen from histori- 
cal scenes, They were all noted for the 
exceeding purity of their tone, as she 
steadily and consistently refused to have 
anything to do with the criminal sides of 
life, whether among the higher or the 
lower classes of society, 

In some of her lotest novela Mrs, Oli- 
phant gave freer reign to an underlying

mysticism which could be found in germ 
ever in her earlier work. “A Little Pil- 
grim in the Unseen” is a fantastic story 
of a happy spirit content to roum in 
her new world. “Old Lady Mary” is a 
Speculative study of a spirit filled with 
repentance for a Wrong done while on 
earth, The grieving was so strong that 
the spirit came back to earth to repair 
the evil as well as possible, but found 
there that it coukl not enter into com- 
munication with beings still in life. Of 
course a clearly defined moral is involved 
in the tale. Neither of these works is 
equal in fascination to the “Beleaguered 
City,” a tale of the invasion of an ofd 
French town by the countless souls of 
all its departed citizens, and the expal- 
sion of the living. 

If Mrs. Oliphant is and remains wore 
widely known to the general public 
through her noyels, it is not at all im- 
probable that she will receive a higher 
vermanent place in literature from her 
slographical writings. Indeed, she muni- 
fested here a very*peculiar power. ‘The 
sume spirit of character portrayal which 
had been the strongest element in her 
novels seemed to appear with oven 
greater effect when the subjects she had 
wfore her were real souls, which had 
formerly lived and labored. Dspecially 
where religious fervor rose high and 
strong did she find herself at home, The 
biographies of Saint Francis of Assisi 
and of Count Charles de Montalembert 
are pirticularly noteworthy and have 
been held up by critics as striking ex- 
amples of sympathetic penetration and 
delineation of character. Other bio- 
graphical works she has published are 
“The Makers of Florence,” ‘Thomas 
Chaloers,” and “Laurence Oliphant.” 

In historical work Mrs. Oliphant’s 
greatest production is “The Literary 
History of England in the End of the 
Bighteenth and Beginning of the Nine- 
teenth Centuries.” In this work she 
sectum! to be ut her very best. The nar- 
rative flows smoothly and quickly, the 
interest is wholly sustained, and the 
people seem contemporaneous with the 
reader. Her Iatest work of this class, 
“The Victorian Age of English Litern- 
ture,” is equally clear, suggestive and 


admirable, 

In addition to these works M-es, Oli- 
phat edited Blickwood's “Foreign 
Classics for English Readers,” and her- 
self contributed the volumes on Dante 
and Cervantes. One of her very latest 
works was a volume on Rome, published 
by Mnemillan in uniform style with 
her “Makers of Venice.” 

All in ull, Mrs. Oliphant was one of 
the freshest, purest and simplest spirits 
in recent English literature.

Internal Poisoning Remedies. 


A tablespoonful of ground mustard in 4 
glass of warm water, followed by more 
warm water, until vomiting ocours, is an 
excellent emetic. Common salt will answer 
in the absencoof mustard. Or a glass 
of cool water, with a heaping toaspoonful 
cach of common ealt and ground mustard 
stirred into it good, The whites of ogg 
or a cupful of strong coffee are antidotes 
for a greater number of poisona than any 
other dozen articles known, and they have 
the advantage of being easily socessible. 
Swoot oil, dripping, melted butter or lard 
are wood substitutes, especially if they are 
yomited quickly, Should vomiting con- 
tinue excessively after all traces of poison 
haye been removed, it may often be ro- 
lioved by immersing the hands and wrists 
in as hot water as can be borne ; meanwhile 
give the pationt clear cold coffee or cream 
of turtor water.

THE SUN’S HEAT. 


Explanation of the Process Constantly 
Going On, 


Astronomers are now pretty generally 
convinced that the surface matter of the 
sun is largely carbon in a solid state, 
rendered incandescent by intense heat, 
and that, therefore, the sun's light is 
essentially the same as that of a can- 
dle, a wood fire or an electric light. ‘his 
theory of the solar light radiation is 
very succinctly presented in the last 
number of Poputar Astronomy by Pro- 
fessor Corrigan, as follows: 

‘That one of the principal elements of 
the sun's surface matter, or photosphere, 
is carbon in a state of fine division, aud 
similar to lampblack, is made apparent 
by a consideration of the following facts, 
The spectroscope has clearly indicated 
that the matter of the solar photosphere, 
whence the sun’s light emanates, is.in- 
candescent and solid, and, while the in- 
ternal temperature of the sun is, ac- 
cording to the most trustworthy de- 
terminations, nearly 17,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the surface temperature, or 
that of the photosphere, is GS00 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and the only known eclengut 
which can exist in the solid state, «™#n 
at this lower temperature, is carbo. 
According to this hypothesis, all the 
internal matter of the sun, being at a 
tempernture of 17,000 degrees Fahren- 
heit, Is gaseons—although highly com- 
pressed—nand, being so, is comparatively

dark. But this matter, rising in con- 
vection currents to the surface, is cool- 
ed to the surface temperature, and *he 
particles of enrbon then becoming solid 
and highly incandescent, constitute the 
photosphere, or luminous shell, which 
surrounds the more highly heated, bunt 
darker internal matter of the sun.

hypothesis, the long, bright filaments 
whioh are the distinetive features of the 
penumbra of a ann-spot, the umbra, or 
black portion of the spot, being dune to 
the darker, though more highly-heated, 
internal matter, or nucleus of the sun.

The 
letter was mailed July 1, and is graphic in 
its desoription. 

Capt. Tuttle says; ** The days of “49 in 
Califoraia are a more side show compared 
with the excitement in the Yukon coun- 
try. Imagine my astonishment on reach- 
ing here to ron across ®» man who, last 
September, was discharged as a deck hand 
froma steamer on Puget Sound. The 
fellow made his way into Alaska, worked 
yeven months on the Klondike, and has 
now reached Se. Michacl’s with $150,090 
in gold, I could hardly believe my senses, 
but thore was his gold, sure onough, 


“As I write St. Michael's is full of 
miners awaiting an opportunity to get 
down to Piget Sound and to Oslifornia, 
Nearly every other man of them his $50,- 
000 worth of dust, and there is not a man 
here with less than $15,009. The latter 
are referred to as * poor fellows,’ who have 
been hard hit with bad luck, and it seems 
to be real sympathy that the more fortu- 
pate onus show for these $15,000 fellows. 

“The deck hand, with his £150,000, 
had the largest amount of gold of anyone 
in the crowd.

Shares. Hubbell disposed of the stock 
through O'Hara &, Co, of Toronto, and 
on July 3 he drew on O'Hara & Com- 
pany for the amount, $2500. The lady 
in question, the widow of a former well- 
known citizen, called ou Hubbell several 
times for the proceeds, but be put her 
off with the plea that the Toronto firm 
hud not yet forwarded the money. On 


Saturday she lost patience und  tele- 
graphed O'Hara & Oo., asking them 
why they did not remit. They wired 


back that Hubbell had drawn on them 
for the money two weeks ago, and got 
it. She went to Hubbell to tax him 
with not accounting to her. Hubbell 
mode excuses and succeeded in induc 
ing her to agree to taking $1250 from 
him at onee, and the balance later. 
Then he went to one of the city banks 
and managed to get a cheque of Rogers 
& Hubbell for $1250 honored until Mon- 
day, though there were at the time uo 
funds to the credit of the firm. 

He pnid the $1250 to the lady, and, 
knowing that Monday would bring him 
trouble, he left that evening for Mont- 
real. It is surmised that the only rea- 
eon he paid over the $1250 is that if he 
had not done so he would have been 
followed at once, whereis by going off 
as he did there was no inquiry for a 
couple of days. 

On Monday, there being no funds to 
meet the cheque, enquiry began, For 
a time it seemed incredible that Uub- 
bell could have betrayed the confidence 
of a partner who had helped him to 
such on extent and trusted him, As 
the firm’s accounts were looked inte, 
however, it became evident that there 
was a very heavy shortage. By to-day 
it was clear that the defalcation would 
hardly be less than $10,000. The loxs 
vill fall on Ald, Rogers, who is deter- 
mined to mect all the firm’s liabilities 
in full, and will at once set to work to 
make arrangements to that end. It dots 
not seem probable that anything can be 
recovered from Hubbell; indeed he is 
not supposed to have taken much with 
him, if anything, 

When the firm of Rogers & Hubbell 
was formed Mr, Rogers made it a strict 
stipulation that the firm should do no 
business in stocks on their own account, 
The firm was simply to handle stock 
business for clients. Hubbell observed 
this, but the inference seems unnyoid- 
able that he did a lot of personal specu 
Jation, and to meet losses used the 
money of.-the firm and its clients, He 
niso succeeded in getting a good deal of 
naccommodaion upon paper which he en- 
dorsed with the firm's signature. A pro- 
minent railway man is in for $3100 in 
this way, and another well-known cit 
von for $2500, These are, however, tin- 
bilities of the firm, as Hubbell used its 
name on the notes, He had power of 
attorney to use the firm's signature, so 
he is not responsible for forgery, al- 
though the effect is much the same, 

The day before hia departure Hubbell 
called on a leading lawyer, with whom 
he had business, and as 1 favor induced 
him to exchange cheques for $200, In 
other words, Hlubbell got the barristers 
good cheque for $200 and gave the legal 
man a cheque for £200, which was not 
to be presented at the bank for a couple 
of days, When it was presented there 
woe no money to meet it Meanwhile 
Hubbell cashed the legal cheque and has 
the money. 

Efforts are being made to trace Hub- 
bell.

TO RESTORE RESPIRATION 


Be Used in Cases of Ap- 


parent 


Treatipent to 


Drowning. 


With the advent of warm weiter 
people naturally seek recreation oF exer 
upon the water, and, as a" ult 
boutinggaceidents are not infrequent, aod 
deaths by drowning occur. In seme 
cuses Of apparent drowning « knowledge 
of the principles for restoringerespinnivon 
would save the life of the yicthn if 
promptly applied, and that the proper 
wethods to use may be generally known 
an annual circular upon the subject has 
been issued. 

In the case of « person appirently 
drowned the firat thing to be done is to 
restore breathing; and, secondly, when 
the patient is breathing regularly, pro- 
mote warmth and circulation. The ef- 
forts to restore breathing must be com- 
menced immediately and 
and persevered in for one or two hours, 
Turn the patient face downward in the 
open air, removing all tight clothing from 
the neck and chest. Efforts to promote 
warmth and circulation, beyond remoy- 
ing the wet clothes and drying the skin, 
must not be made until after the ap- 
pearance of natural breathing. If the 
circulation of the blood be induced before 
breathing has recommenced the pussibil- 
ity of the restoration of the patient will 
be endangered. ‘To restore breathing 
place the patient on the floor or ground 
with the face downward and one of the 
arms under the forehead, in which po- 
sition all fluids will more readily escape 
by the mouth, and the tongue itself will 
fall forward, leaving the entrance into 
the windpipe free. Assist this opsration 
by wiping and cleansing the mouth, 

Should this resnit in failure or only 
partial success, turn the patient on his 
side, and, supporting bis head, excite the 
nostrils with snuff, hartshorn and smell- 
ing sults, or tickle the throat with 4 
feather, etc., if they are at hand. Rub 
the chest and face warm and dash cold 
water or cold and hot water alternately 
on them. If this results in failure also 
replace the patient on bis face, raising 
and supporting the cliest well on a fold- 
ed coat or other article of dress, ‘Then 
turn the body gently on its side and re- 
turn it briskly to its former position, re- 
peating this motion several times. This 
action is of grevt importance, for by 
placing the patient on his chest the 
weight of the body forces the air ont; 
when turned on the side this pressure is 
removed and the air enters the chest, 
To induce circulation and warmth com- 
menee rubbing the limbs upwards with 
handkerchiefs or flannels, and by in- 
creased energy the blood is propelled 
through the veins toward the heart, The 
friction must be continued under the 
blanket or over the dry clothing. Pro- 
mote the warmth of the body by the 
application of hot flannels, bottles or 
bladders of hot water, heated bricks, 
etc,, to the pit of the stomach, the arm- 
pits, between the thighs affd to the soles 
of the feet. 

On the restoration of life a teaspoon- 
ful of warm water should be given, and 
then, if the powers of swallowing have 
réturned, small quantities of wine, warm 
brandy and water or coffee should he 
administered, The patient should be 
kept in bed and a disposition to sleep en- 
couraged.

lnwfully to be begotten, in feetail gen- 
eral forever, as by the said feoffment 
recorded by Moses in the first. chapter 
of the first book of his records, com- 
monly called Genesis, more fully and at 
lunge uppears on reference being there- 
unto had; and wherens, the sald Adam 
avd Eve died seized of the premises 
iforesnid in feetail general,loaving issue, 
heirs of their bodies, to wit, sons and 
daughters, who entered into the same 
premises, and became thereof seized as 
tenants in common, by virtue of the 
denation aforesaid, and multiplied their

Proprietaries of Pennsylvania (among 
other things), the country called Bnff- 
alo Valley. situate on the sonth side of 
the west branch of the River Susque- 
hanna.” 

The deed describes the title from the 
Penns to Richard Peters of a tract of 
$20 acres, called Prescott, which in 1773 
wis sold to Ludwig Derr, who in 1785 
laid out the town of Lewisburgh. In 
1818 lot No, 51 came into possession 
of the Methodist Church, who built 
thereon.

$1.17 por yard, ashpalt $2.65 0 yaad,”

An Aged Farmer Shot Down in His Own 
House und His sister Weunded— 
No Ciuc to the Mascals, 

Bridgeport, Conn,, July ~Word was 
received to-day that Marcus Nichols, of 
Daniels Farm, a small settlement eight 
miles north of here, was killed by bur- 
xlurs during the night. Nichols, who

"Dhe inserption is the only thing lead- 
ing to the supposition that the pigeon 
may have come from Andree, but it 
cannot be doubted that be will first le 
heard of on the extreme aorth of Ame.i- 
cu, or the Siberian coast. Supposing 
him to have arrived at 142 W., with 
a disabled balloon, he can easily ascend 
the Mackenzie Kiver, and reach the 
Hudson Bay settlements, Of course, if 
the balloon is not damaged, there is no 
reason why he should descend until he 
reaches comfortable quarters,” 

There is no special anxiety felt here 
as to Andree’s fute, because, even if 
the bulloan comes to grief, Andree will 
be no worse off Naaoseu wae after 
leaving the Fram. 


They Von's Belleve It, 


Stockholm, July 22.—Dr. E. Khola, 
who was associated with Andree in 
the projected balloon expedition of last 
year, does not bebieve that the cirrier 
pizeon caught on Tuesday in the neigh- 
vorhood of Soevde, ln Kufylke, with 4 
silver ring on ome of its feet and the 
message “North Pole 142 [,, 46.62” 
on its wings, is one of Andree‘s pigeons. 
He says that Andree's pigeons do not 
wear silver rings on their legs und they 
have “Andree” slamped on their wings.

Ascent Made on Jaly 11, 


Prof. Andree’s ascent was made from 
Tromsoe Island, at the Northern extrem- 
ity of Norway, on July 11, at 2.80 p. m., 
in the midst of ao 8 wind. He shook 
hands heartily with those who were as- 
sembled in the balloon house, nodded to 
the astonished trappers, who stood 
watching him, and addressed warm and 
heartful words to afl whose hands he 
could not reach. Then the trio, Andree, 
Strindberg and Fraenkel, standing in the 
car, seve the ropes holdi e bal- 
loon, while Andree counted, “One, two, 
three.” The balloon rose majestically, 
while Andree gazed in happy confidence 
upon those who remained behind. Then 
all three waved their caps and shouted, 
“Greetings to all ut home in Sweden.” 
After the narrow escape from being 
driven against the rock in Sweerinburg 
Sound, the balloon was seen moving 
northward easily, as Andree wished, 
over the flat peninsula of Hollaender- 
nacs,

MOSS TELLS A TALE OF HORROR, 


Says Uo Saw Two Thousand Graves in the 
Klondike Country -Men Died 
of Starvation, 

Great Falls, Mont., July 23.—Frank 
Moss, an old-time miner in this sect’on, 
who four years ago was one of u party 
of Americans to first visit the Klondike 
country,returned to-day and tells a story 
of horrors and starvation seldom equal- 


led even in modern novels, He describes 
Klondike as a plucer camp, seven miles 
long and 13 miles wide, located in a 
sink, walled in by boulders of rock 8U0U 
feet high, Gold, he says, abounds, but 
no ordinary man can stand the burdships 
of the uncivilized region, When Moss 
left here four years ago he wis a sturdy 
fellow, over six feet tall. From hard- 
ships and privation he is to-day «w crip- 
ple for life and badly broken in health, 

In three years he saw over 2000 grayes 
mide in the Klondike basin, a large ma- 
jority dying from starvation. The steam- 
ship companies bring in all food and al- 
low ho private importation, Consequent- 
ly it ix not uncommon to go for weeks 
with but «a scanty supply and for days 
entirely without food, 

The gold brought in last week to Se- 
attle, Moss says, does not represent the 
finding of individual shippers, but a 
large proportion was contiscated from 
the effects of those 2000 miners who 
fell no prey to the hardships. At the 
death of a man possessed of dust his 
body was buried without a coffin and 
the dust divided among those who cared 
for him. With proper reliefs establixa- 
ed by the Government, Moss says, gold 
can be taken out at the rate of $2,000,- 
000 a month. 

The richest strike has been made_ by 
a 2l-year-old boy named George Horn- 
blower of Indianapolis. In the heart of 
a barren waste, known as Boulderfield, 
he found nugget, for which the ‘Trans- 
portation Company gave him $5700.

THE SPELLING CLASS IN ACTION. 


Great Boylsh Achievements in Scheel 
Recalled by a Middle-Aged Man 


“Our views as to what constitutes 
great achievements,” said the middle- 
aged man, “vary with our years. I well 
remember the time whea I booked upon 
the boys who could spell such words as 
‘iminateriality’ und ‘incompatibility’ with 
out mistike, with wonder. . 

“Aw the words in the spelling book m- 
creased in number of syllables there wete 
fewer and fewer words to the lesson. 
There might be in the two-syllabhed 
words lessons whose columns of words 
reached half or three-quarters ef the 
way down the page, and with five or 
six columns across page. Vhose 
seven and eight-syllabled words were m 
short lessons, only seven or eight words 
deep, and only two or three columns 
across the page. But short as they were, 
these short, compact blocks of words of 
niany syllables presented to the younger 
boys, who ocensionally looked forward 
in the spelling book at them, difficulties 
that seemed absolutely insurmountable, 
and when the youngsters heard the older 
boys spell these words out on exhibition 
days at the close of a term, or on days 
when the trustees paid the school a visit, 
why it seemed the highest imaginable 
achievement, 

“This highest class, few in number, 
Hike the long words in the book, would 
be ranged in a row in frout of the seats, 
pet rees the — re Ve pen chien 

tform, @ which sat the trustees. 

he seeking wal the culmination of the 
exercises, and the whole school was in- 
terested, and everyone was anxious that 
the class should acquit itself creditably, 
and the younger pupils like myself be 
lieved that the trustees must be greatly 
impressed.

“ite is prompt and confident and loud 
from start to finish, but the whole school 
follows him breathlessty and feels custer 
when be bas fiuiahed. 

“‘Tndestractibility, I-n in, d-e de, in- 
de, s-t-r-u-e struc, in-de-strue, t-i ti, in-de- 
structi, b-i-l bil, in-de-struc-ti-bil, ', in- 
de-struc-ti-bil-4, t-y ty, indestructibility.’ 

“And go it rattles along, every one 
prompt and correct until the teacher 
gives out one of the long words to a 
timid, shy, little chap who is fairly over- 
come by the presence of the trustees anil 
the general solemnity and high tension 
of the whele occasion, He flonnders 
and flounders over it hopelessly, with a 
faint and shrinking voice. The texcher 
repeats the word, enuncinding the syl- 
kables separately, with an almost painful 
distinctness, to impress them pron the 
little chap’s mind, but he only flounders 
the more. One of the trustees looks 
stern, the ether two beok kind and sym- 
pathetic, and presently the slero man 
comes around, too, but the youngster 
breaks down utterly, and the teacher 
gives the word to the next boy. That 
hoy does not realize atall the timid ter- 
ror of the boy who has just failed; he 
isn’t that kind of a boy, and he rattles 
the word off boldly and glibly. And se 
it goes round and renud’ till the words 
of the lesson us xiven out, 

“From first to last. baif a dozen or 
more words are bungled by one boy and 
another, but still the school feele that 
the class has done very well, and aa for 
me, being a small boy aml only as far as 
the two-syllubled words, I go home to tell 
my folks of the wonderful deeds per- 
formed that day by Steand-so of our 
school in the spelling examination, and 
of the particularly trenrendous feat of 
Wiggles, the smallest boy in the class, 
who neyer missed a word,”

TREES AND LIGHTNING. 


Some Interesting Facts and Useful Hints 
by a Frenchman, 


It is well known that an isolated tree 
offers a most dangerous attraction to 
lightning. In the woods the peril is 
greatly diminished because the electric- 
ty Is scattered on all sides, and the 
great muss of branches and leaves in 
reality forms a protection, 

Moreover,there are certain trees Whose 
essences enable them to enjoy relative 
munity from the clouds that carry 
concealed weapons. Pechuel  Loesche 
concluded that trees with roots that Oo 
deep into a humid soil are more apt to 
be struck than even their taller neigh: 
bors in drier spots, ‘Drees in damp 
places; are always conductors of elec- 
tricity, no matter what the depth of 
their roots may be. 

Hellman has proved by many ex- 
amples that lightning perfers onks, atu 
rarely touches beeches, Additional testi 
mony goes to slow that the resistance 
of trees to electrical discharges varies 
According to their essence. It has been 
proved that this resistance is increased 
or diminished in proportion to the grear- 
er or smaller amonut of oily or greasy 
matter contained in the wood. We are, 
therefore, brought to the conclusion that 
the marked difference in the proportion 
of the kinds of trees that are common- 
ly struck by lightning and the kines 
that apparently enjoy immunity must 
be measured by the variation of their 
power ox conductors, 

Now the poplar, for instance, possess: 
es little or no greasy substance, and it is 
a good conductor of electricity, It is 
dangerous to those who trust it for shel- 
ter. On the other hand, a poplar in 
the neighborhood of a house may per- 
form the service of a lightning rod. Col- 
Indon long contended that poplars plant- 
near dwellings might, under favorable 
circumstances,be excellent lightning con- 
ductors, He adds, with great reason, 
that the position of the trees in regard 
to distance from the dwelling must be 
taken Into account. ; 

Some time ago there was a splendid 
poplar in the rue Lafontaine at Auteuil, 
only a few metres from a little hotel, 
One day during a thunderstrom the pop- 
lnr attracted the lightning. It bounded 
from the tree to the roof of the hotel, 
ran down the chimney, which it shatter. 
ed in its pnasage, and entered one of the 
bedrooms, where it smashed things gen- 
érally. Fortunately nobody was in the 
room, ‘rhe proprietor has no more 
faith in poplars. But the tronble was 
that the tree was too nea e house. 
There was a deviation in the lightning’s 
course, It left the tree and ran along 
the tin roof, where the chimney, with 
its soot, formed a good conductor. 

Dr. Hess recently examined 10 pop- 
Jars that were struck by lightning in 
the neighborhood of ‘I'rauenfeld, in 
Switzerland. His conclusion was about 
the same as our own, If poplars always 
ecnstitnte a point of attraction for light- 
ning, their protective action is by no 
means absolute in their immediate 
neighborhood. They should not be left 
standing any closer than 10 metres from 
“ metallic roof or any other kind of roof, 
And, moreover, the nature of the soil 
should be taken into account. Lf certain 
poplars are easily struck by electric fliid 
it is because their roots are in damp soil, 
but when poplars grow in dry or sandy 
soil their attraction is considerably les- 
xoned, 

Tt is best to avoid all isolated trees 
during a thunderstorm.—Henri de Par- 
ville. 


Russia's Census 

Prince Krapotkin in the Geographical 
Journal gives sone extremely interesting 
figures as to the first general census of 
the Russian Empire, mude on Keb. 9, 
1807. The total population of the Em- 
pire is, in round figures, 130,000,000, und 
of these almost exactly half ure women. 
The density of the population to We 
square inile is 2.5. In 1851 the total 
population was estimiuted at only 7, 
000,000. If the carly figures were ue-* 
curate, which, however, is improbuble, 
Russia has nearly doubled her popula- 
tion in 46 years. Poland appears to be 
the most densely populated portion of 
the empire. Russin can show some 10 
gient.towns, St. Petersburg has 1,267,- 
023, Moscow hus close on 1,000,000, and 
Warsaw bas over 500,000 people. The 
ccnsus doea not, of course, express, ex- 
cept mutely, what is the great fact 
about Russia, She possesses, waiting 
for development, a country as lirge and 
as rich in natural resources as the Weat 
of Americn. Fif'y yeurs ago what are 
now the Western Stntes were as wild 
and as undeveloped as Siberia. Lt 
ciirious to wonder whether at the end of 
the next 50 years the Russians will be 
able to bonat of cities like Chicago and 
San minds of milow 
ofr Southern Asin

home to work the plantation, the sume 
ones they would have married had they 
not gone awny for*their education the 
wirents sacrificed so much to bestow. 
They know what material these men are 
made of, and fin the attraction between 
the cthereal womanly and the eternal 
manly the question of learning counts 
for little. 

To lead a patriarchal life without a 
patriarch would be dull indeed, and it 
must be said that it requires conrage 
of « superior order to remain single in 
f situation which would offer little aim 
and stimulus outside of wifehood and 
maternity after youth has waned, For 
this reason youth is considered the high 
prize, the valuable capital and stock in 
trade. 

The women fade no earlier than their 
Northern sisters, but owing to an inherit- 
ed habit of thought, the label of decay is 
respectfully fastened upon them by the 
popular mind while they are still in their 
rime, and in the Northern and Eastern 
States would be accounted eapable of 
all things, even of marrying well.—Lip- 
pincott's Magazine.

It cannot be 
the want of adverlisiug, for through her 
mineral district and her Bay of Quinte, 
Belleville is well knowa. 

Will it not be of some practical use, 
even though it may be a discouraging task, 
for some of our citizens to meet together 
and discuss, in an organized, business-like 
way, without any patriotic or enthusiastic 
municipal speeches, what has been and is 
the cause, and what is and what will be 
the remedy, ifany? Preparation for this 
might perhaps be best made by using the 
columns of the press, which I am sure 
would be open for such a public discussion. 
I know of no city where this means of 
intercommunication is less taken advantaze 
of than in Belleville.

“Why?! is as unanswerable as are the 
questions, “Whence?” and “Whither?” 
In dogmatic theology we confront my- 
steries on all hands, just as we confront 
them everywhere olse, Who can fathom 
the mystery of creation, the mystery of 
the world, the mystery of life. or of 
man, or of his spirit, or of his destiny? 
Only the Omniscient. To the Ohris- 
tion, above every other mystery, is that 
of the incarnation. 

Instead of lessening our view of re- 
Ncion aa a foree, mnystery magnifies it. 
For, through ite mysterious character, 
its consistency with all other things, 
visible and invistble, is made manifest. 
The Divinity is a mystery to man, as Js 
man to himpelf, or na are the phenomena 
of creation, or as is the relation between 
spirit and substance, or as is religion. 

Religion may have many forms and 
iouifestations, but the essential idea of 
every rational or transcendental form 
of it is the sume; the existence of & 
Supreme Being, to whom worship and 
oluxlience are due, This idea existed 
in Egypt before the time of Moses; it 
has existed ahways ahd everywhere. 
Some peoples in old times made unto 
themselves minor gods, but even in the 
religions of most of such peoples there 
was One; there was Osiris, or Baal, or 
Zeus, or Allah, or other name, And 
there was worship. And there was 
ancred law, accredited to the Divinity. 
Religion has abways been and yet 35 
the primal and the final foree in the 
thought of mankind, ‘The spint of it 
lives forever, a8 one age and one gen- 
eration follow another. 

Religion is the strongest, as it is the 
most abiding, of oil the forces upon 
earth. No Government can exterminate 
it. All powers are subordinate to it. 
It can perish in our world only when 
humanity perishes. : 

No assault avails against religion. 
We know that there were doubters 
old Egypt; that there were plenty of 
sceptics in ancient Greece and Rome; 
that there were latitudinarians among 
the Jews, as there are in Mohammedan 
and Buddhist counties: and that there 
nre atheists und {¢fidels in Christen- 
dom, But no unbeliever has ever been 
able to affect the maases of the people, 
who are instinctively roligious, or to 
undermine religion. There have been 
many cases in which a people save up 
their oki religion; bet it was only that 
they might embrace another religion. All 
Europe was pagan before it turned to 
Christianity, as was that part of Asia 
which turned to Moslemism. Several 
European countries turned from Ronan 
Catholicism to Protestantiam in the s!x- 
teenth century. 

Religion, then, fe the greatest and the 
most enduring of tic forces that exist 
anong men. One cannot imggine the 
world without it. One cannot concelve 
of humanity as destitute of it. One is 
unahle to tell how our mace would get 
elong, or society would hold together, 
or moratity would prevail, or life would 
be endurable, if religion were done away 
with, or if the force that is inherent in 
it were destroyed. A world of atheists; 
what kind of a world would that be?— 

As n foree, relicion ix at once spiri- 
tunl and practical, touching the sonl 
and the life. There is nothing else like 
it.

JAPAN MEANS BUSINESS, 


She is Sending Trammed Seldiers to Hono- 
Julu Dressed as Ordinary 
Cot wena, 

Los Angeles, Cai., July 27.—A letter 
written by a Japanese official in Japan 
to a former Japanese oflicer living in 
this city conveys the information that 
the Japanese Government will forward 
to Honolulu, in the latter part of July, 
1500 Japanese emigrants. These indi- 
viduals are now in the garrison at Mee- 
uta, being soldiers in the Japanese ser- 
vice, and will go on shore in Honolulu 
us suuple ciuzens, but drilled and ready 
for military duty ut once, ‘Lhe steamers 
have been chartered by the Japanese 
Goyernment, aud carry in addition to the 
1500 passengers, arms, ammunition and 
wiilitury stores of suilicient quantity to 
muke it interesting for any purty trying 
to prevent their landing. tn addition, 
three large men-of-war are already pre- 
pared to leave Yokohama, to arrive at 
Honolulu at about the same time as the 
landing of the so-called emigrants will 
take place, ‘The correspondent, who has 
been educated in the United States, used 
the expression, no doubt acquired when 
here: “We will get there, aud don’t you 
forget it,” und remarked further: “I 
cunnot write this in my own linguage, 
but you understand Knglish predictions 
conveyed in previous letters from this 
ollicial were verified.” 


A Threat to Resist. 

London, July 27.—Vhe St. James’ Gaz- 
ette, commenting upon Japan's protest 
in the Llawaiinn matter, says; “Accord- 
ing to Buropean usage it amounts to 
a threat to resist the transfer of the 
archipelago by force, and is equivalent 
to warning the United States that they 
must give up their views as to Hawai 
or prepare for war. It does mean just 
so much in the mouth of Japan, though 
the Americans do not seem to think so, 
Sut they have such odd ideas of diplo- 
matic linguage that they are no greut 


uuthorities.” 

The Vall Mall Gazette says: “We 
have said from the first that it is no 
concern of ‘Great Brituin whether the 
United States annexes Huwuaii or not; 
but Japan's protest should give the Am- 
ericin jingoes something to think about. 


It remains to be seen whether American, 


opinion will ratify the annexation policy. 
If it does, the matter will beeome im- 
portant, for Japan has a powerful navy, 
and if it does not, Seeretary Sherman 
nod, at any rate, President McKinley, 
will think twice before inylting the Jap- 
unese uavy to do the mischief it un- 
doubtedly could,”

Thus spake Old Proba 
when seen by a reporter last night. 

Today will breax clear over Western 
Ontarlo and eastward along the sieres of 
Luke Erle, but along Hake Ontarlo the 
storm will tenac!ously resist disraption wa- 
tll to-night : 

When the storm {3 dnally over. the toe 
mometer will continue to register any- 
where from 80 to LOO degrees avove zero, 
us we have been having it for the past 
couple of weeks. So Chur these apticlpac- 
ing a more moderate auwespuere will pro- 
bably be disappointed. At least, so runs 
the Treevocaule ukase of the powers that 
know. 

But, as to the storm that bes been, Up 
tl 8 am. yesterday there had fallen a 
depth of 8.12 Inches of min. At 58 p.m. 
the depth had Increased to 3.08 Inches, and 
by 10 p.m. yesterday the fall in round 
numbers totalled 4 mches, Four toches In 
26 hours Is probably a recom! for Ontario 
raining, but it Is nowhere when compared 
with the fall in the Manume Provinces, 
where such a downpour is nothing in the’ 
least unusual,and where it has been known 
to rain fo a depth of over seven Inches, 

Toronto has enjoyed the distinction of 
belug the storm centre, howeyer. In Buf- 
falo at 8 p.m. yesterday there had fallen 
but 1.54 Inches and In Kingston exactly 
one Inch. 

Up till 10 o'clock last night the storm 
area had not extended enstward further 
than Ottawa and Prescott, the fall in the 
former place amounting to the merely 
nominal total of .02 Inches; so that the 
impression that the storm extended all over 
the Province Is entirely erroneous. 

What caused such an impromptu deluge? 
The experts tell us that the excessively 
warm atmosphere of the past while, of 
which nobody needs be reminded, Is Indl- 
rectly the cause. The Ight, low barometric 
alr which had been hanging over the State 
of Michigan lifted, and the alr from all 
directions, rualiing In, started a cyclone on 
a small Bastern scale. The abnormal flow 
for the past weeks of warm alr from the 
South Atlantic supercharged the atiios- 
phere with molsture, and that's where the 
rain came from, 

Slowly and ponderously the great storm 
area moved, first southeast towards Ohio, 
then, for some inexplicable reason, shifted 
jis course northeast, almost at a right 
angle. The result is that yesterday it fo- 
cused between Toronto and Hamilton. All 
day a strong east wind bDiew up Lake On- 
tarlo, a west wind was blowtg down Lake 
Erle and a north wind ewept Lake Huron, 
These three formed tangents to the solral- 
ly-revolying circle of storm, keeping It for 
some hours almost statlonury and focused 
over Toronto, 

Ite northensterly progress has also been 
impeded by the large area of high pressure 
or anticycione alr, which nas moved down 
over the Maritime Provinces, and thus 
helped in Its humble way to bedrench this 
part of Ontarlo, These rensons have large- 
y contributed towards the slow progress of 
the storm, which moved only 200 miles In 
24 bours,

ort hundred have been hutehed, and all 
have thrived on the treatment given 
them by Mr. Kates and his assistants. 
Many of these young stakes are reared 
for sale, and others are used for food 
for the king suake and others that eat 
only their own kind 

A large part of the business of this 
Minnesota farm is in rattiesnakes,an they 
are more plentiful than any other va- 
riety. All this region used to be overrun 
by them, A single day's receipta of din 
mond-backed aud other rattlers often rulis 
up to several score, especially when on 
outside catcher for the farm brings in 
his sacks full and sells them to Mr, Mates, 
These snakes Vary from three to six feet 
in length. Among the other varicties 
recelyed and grown are spotted adders, 
blowsnakes, e beautiful  turticheads, 
the sullen bullsnakes, the gentle blue 
racers, the spreading adders, and many 
kinds of water, grass aud garter sonkes, 
Alligators from Florida und crocodiles 
from abroad, as well as some foreign 
snakes, are constantly kept in stock for 
customers, mostly circus men, 

Estes is a natural snake charmer, and 
never, unless requested by his customer, 
takes, out the fangs of the animals in 
which he deals, and to this fact he at- 
tributes considerable of the success he 
has had in raising them, Ife will, with- 
out fear, fondle a rattler, «a bull, or an 
adder, force opén its mouth and with his 
finger nail deftly expose the poison sic 
and fangs. In all his long experience in 
this sort of thing he has never been bit- 
ten. His favorite method of capture is 
to grab the rattler by the tail and dex- 
trously swing the snake into a sack, but 
when one is found lying at full length 
Estes grasps it tightly back of the head, 
Though he has many assistants among 
the farmers of this vicinity, there is no 
other man in the United States who 
dares to open snake jaws with bare 
hands as be does fearlessly. His little 
daugher Hazel, who is only 8 years old, 
seems to have the same power over the 
reptiles, and can often be seen handling 
the most deadly snakes and allowing 
them to twine about her arms and neck, 

So far this year about 600 snakes of 
the more valuable varieties have been 
shipped from this farm. Not only are 
circuses and menageries customers of 
Mr, Bates, but in many cigar stores and 
saloons the reptiles are displayed as at- 
tractions to custom. A few days ago, 
a rattler six feet long, eight inches in 
girth and with twenty-six rattles, was 
sent to a Minneapolis saloon keeper for 
his window. Rattlers «re inexpensive 
things to have about the house, for a 
healthy reptile taken in the spring will 
need no food for a year. The rattlers 
in confinement are now becoming blind 
preparatory to shedding their skins, The 
wild rattlers do not shed their skins 
quite so early. The food given these pets 
consists chiefly of gophers, frogs, rats, 
squirrels, birds and rabbits being added 
Ee LL 

The small boys in this vicinity derive 
a considerable revenue from catching and 
selling snake food, to the farm. A 
stranger scene can hardly be witnessed 
than a enage full of snakes muking a meal 
of fifty or one hundred frogs. In their 
greediness they often swallow one an- 
other, and it is no unusual thing for a 
snake to back out of a companton’s stom- 
ach, into which it has pursued a tempt- 
ing frog or gopher.

These systems are everywhore exceeding 
ly popular. Lund-owners, business men 
(particularly bankers und others employ- 
ing cupital in loans on rea! security), an 
even lawyers appear unanimous as to ite 
advantages, The wystem in found to he 
cheap, easy, rapid, simple and safe, ‘This 
is not due to any special simplicity im 
the titles, rights or transactions them- 
selves, the majority of which are quite 
as complicated ag average dealings ip 
Dngland, 

Several examples are given of the 1e& 
gistration of what we should call noble 
tmien’s and country gentlemen's estates 
one, comprising 120,000 English acrea of 
town, village, arable, pasture, wood and 
waste, filling two folio volumes of DW 
pages apiece, together with 600 sheets 
of the cadustral map. These properties 
ure subject to entails and settlements 
similar to those prevalent in Hnoglind, 
and often to charitable and religious 
doles and charges of great «antiquity, 
nnd likewise to heavy mortgages, On 
the other hand small properties are fir 
more common than with us and give nse 
to such numerous transactions that in 
Austrian over 70 per cent. of the sales are 
far under £50, Very tow scales of fees 
suffice to pay all official expenses. 

In Prussia, for instance, the fees for 
registering sales begin at Od for a value 
of £1, at £20 the fee is 28 Td, at £100 it 
is 7s 3d, at £1000 it is £1 10s, at E5000 
£4 5s, and so on. Where dispatch is not 
demanded, ten and fifteen days is the 
stial time occupied over sales and mort 
gages. In Pruswia, the security of a 
registered purchaser is absolute immedi- 
ately» on registration, and in Austria 
practically so, though a nominal inter 
val is given for possible objections, Or- 
dinary people can, and frequently «do, 
look up Utles for themselves, reducing 
the lawyer's work to the mere drawing 
up of the deed. In the country, in Prus 

a, even this is not usually wanted, the 
more verbal declarations of the buyer 
and scller, made before the local regis- 
trar, being sufficient to.pass an estate. 
The privacy of the registrars is strictly 
guarded in most of the German Stites 
—ouoly persons having au interest in the 
land being allowed to inspect the re- 
gisters. 

Owing to the clearness and security 
of all titles the trouble and responsi- 
bility incurred by the lawyer on sales 
and mortgages is very trifling and costs 
little. An eminent advocate in Vienna 
estates that £1 is a very usual fee for a 
purchaser's lawyer; £10 is a high fee, 
even in large matters and with wealthy 
clients. One of the judges in Vienna 
spoke somewhat complainingly of a law- 
yer's bill of £6 12s 6d, which he bad had 
to pay on a purchase of £4176 value. 
The system of registration of title has 
prevailed in some districts—especially in 
the older provinces of Austria—from the 
middle ages, but in others its introduc 
tion is of later, or even of guite recent 
date. In some parts—the Rhine  pro- 
vinces, for instance—it is still in course 
of introduction. In the Tyrol it is about 
to be introduced. 

It has been compulsorily applied to the 
new districts from time to time by Minis: 
terial orders, under powers conferred for 
the purpose by general laws, The sys- 
tem is administered locally, in districts 
nbout the same size as our own County 
Court Registries. No place is more than 
ten or fifteen miles from its local land 
registry. In Baden and Wartemberg 
every commune has its own registry. 
Where the estates run into several dis- 
tricts they can be registered in any one, 
Some large estates in Austrin are re 
gistered in the capitals, instead of in 
their local registries. The report con- 
cludes with a detailed description of 
some fourteen Continental land registries 
—inelnding those of Berlin, Vienna and 
Dresden (with plans), Buda-Pesth, Mun- 
nich, Prague and Cologne—personally in- 
spected in the course of the inquiry.

A strong customs and police post will 
be established just north of the British 
Columbia boundary, beyond the head cf 
the Lynn Canal at 60 degrees of Iati- 
tude.

_At Poouah two well-known ogitators, 
Scidar Balwuntrao Natu, and jus 
brother, Huropant Ramchunder Nata, 
have been arrested on chiirges of d's- 
loyalty. A number of houses haye been 
Searched, with the result that the police 
have found arms concealed, though the 
Owners have departed for parts un- 
ae Madow Bal 

shoo Madow Bal, a partner of Gang- 
adhar Tilak in publishing the newspaper 
Kesari, haus been arrested. The ofuce 
has been searched and a quantity of in- 
criminating documents seized, togetiier 
with an issue of the paper. Eshoo will 
be put on trial here with Tilak, 

Gangadhar Tilak published inflamma- 
tory articles before the murders of 
Plague Commissioner Rand and Lieut, 
Ayerst, Le has repeated the substance 
of them since the murders, and there is 
general astonishment that he has so loug 
been allowed iminunity, He was recent- 
ly clected a member of the Bombay 
Council, but his confirmation by Lord 
Sandliurst, the Governor, has been scy- 
ercly criticised, 

The two Natus were arrested ot snn- 
rise and escorted outside the limits of 
the Poonah Collectorate by a formid- 
able body of mounted police. All their 
property has been attached. The family 
is old and wealthy, and it has been im- 
plicated in many Brahmin favutical 
movements, 

It is alleged that the brothers Natu id 
the mob which desecrated the Moham- 
medan mosque at Darn Wallah. Two 
men were killed in the riot, and the 
younger Natu was tried for murder but 
acquitted.

And the Yankees Kick, Although the Is-

Washington, July 28.—Oficial infor- 
mation of the action of the British Govy- 
ernment in taking possession of the Is- 
land of Palmyra, in the Pacific Ocean, 
has been received at the State Depart- 
ment. 

The action of Great Britain in taking 
ossession of the island at this time, fol- 
owing as it does the submission of an 
annexation treaty to the Senate by the 
President, is considered very significant 
by the authorities here, 

So far as the officials have been able 
to learn up to the present time, Palmyra 
Island was occupied a good many years 
ago by a number of Hawaiian citizens, 
who raised the Hawaiian flag over the 
territory. The island was first discoy- 
ered by the famous British navigator, 
Captain Cook, who afterwards lost his 

life in the Hawaiian Islands. 

According to the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment, Palmyra Island has never been 
surveyed, so that its extent cannot be 
necurately estimated. It was known 
some time ago as Americus Island.

“1 firmly believe that the Hawaiian 
question will be settled without the 
peaceful relations between Japan and 
the United States being disturbed in 
the least, 

“IT came to Burope as one of the suite 
who represented the Emperor at the 
Jubilee ceremonies in England. That 
commemoration being over, my duties, 
only nominal at any_time, are now en- 
tirely at an end, o I am at liberty 
to iivail myself of the permission the 
[Emperor accorded me to take a holiday 
in Burope.

coguize neither design ner adaptation 
nor relation between them; bat put them 
together, act them to work; point ont 
the offices of each spring, wheel and 
cog, explain their movements, and then 
show him the result. Now he percei’es 
that it Is afl one deskgn—that, nothwith- 
standng the number of parts, their di- 
verse forms aed various offices. and the 
agents concerned, the whole piece is of 
one thought, the expression of one idea. 
He now rightly concludes that when the 
mainspring was fashioned and tempered 
ita relation to all the other parts must 
have been coneldered: that the cogs on 
this wheel are cut and regulated—nadupt- 
ed—to the ratcheta on that, ete, and 
his finn! conclusion will be that sach ao 
plece of mechanism could not have been 
produced hy chance; for the ndaptation 
of the parts ix such as to show it to be 
according to design, and obedient to the 
will of one Intelligence,—Harper’s Reund 
Table.

which usually amounts to £1,500,000 a 
year, but which may, of course, be im- 
creased by Imperial order, the house of 
Romanoff owns 21,000,000 acres in dif- 
ferent parts of Kussia, which, under 
a system laid down in the reign of the 
Emperor Paul, ure managed by a special 
bureau, called that of the Imperial Ap- 
panuges, which is controlled by 4 Min- 
ister, who reports to the Emperor alone, 
and takes no orders from the Ministry 
of Finance. The Ministry of Appan- 
ages how enjoys a revenue of more 
than £2,000,000, out of which 46 Grand 
Dukes and Duchesses are supported, at 
an average cost in all of £500,000, or 
soy £11,000 a year per Prince or Prin- 
cess. The remaining income is suffered 
to accumulate, in order to meet the con- 
stantly increasing number of members 
of the Imperial family, who are by no 
means always satisfied with their do- 
nations. The sums, though large, are 
not derived from taxation, and are prob- 
ubly less than those enjoyed by the Haps- 
bures, who are, as a corporation, im- 
mense landowners, not to mention the 
great fortunes of two or three branches 
of the family,or than those of the House 
of Othman. 

The revenue of the Hohenzollerns ex- 
ceeds £1,000,000, and that of the honse 
of Savoy is more than £600,000 a year, 
the British House being, among the 
rroater houses, by far the poorest. 
Fifty years hence the question of ap- 
panages will be a serious embarrass- 
ment to the dynasties, and will prob- 
ably lead to a great relaxation of the 
royal marringe laws. Then the Ameri- 
enn heiresses. who by that time will 
possess half South Amerien, will indeed, 
have a chance.—The Spectator,

The Pilgrim Trust Company (Limited) 
was founded in London, Englind, July 
4, 1618, with a capital of $500,000,000 
in gold, One hundred million of this 
was in gold coin and bullion, and the 
balance in gold certificates and Trea- 
sury notes. ‘This is the historical origin 
of the $100,000,000 gold reserve, This 
gold was loaded into the May flower, and 
the etanch little vessel wis promptly 
insured, A store of provisions and 
gunpowder was then placed on boanl. 
The remaining space was filled with 
furniture,

of the Mayflower, but from the number 
of arm chairs, epinoing wheels, side- 
boards and other articles of furniture now 
in possession of the descendants of the 
Pilgrims, the Mayflower bare the same 
relation to a Cunarder as these vaunted 
steamships do to a tugboat, The one 
item of furniture alone ia sufficient to 
indicate the vast wealth of our fore 
fathers. :

Meteorological office, 'loronto, writes the 
following, which is of universal interest: 
“In view of the interest at present taken 
in the Yukon district, I have much pleas- 
wt in furnishing you with a synopsis 
of temperature observations taken at 
Lort Constantine, between Noy. 1, 1805, 
and Muy 31, 1897; the returns for the 
Inst twelve months were only received 
to-day. 

“The contingent of Northwest Mount 
ed Police which left for the Yukon in 
1805 was supplicd with uccurate ther- 
tmometers by the Meteorological service. 
The observations were commenced at 
Port Constantine in Noyember, 1805, by 
Staff Sergeant T!osne, who has fuyurnish- 
ed returns up to .ue close of May; 18U7, 

“In the autumn of 1805 the tempera- 
ture first touched zero on Noy, 10,and the 
last zero recorded in the spring was on 
April 20. Between Dec. 19 and eb, 6 
it never rose above zero. The lovest 
uctual reading— 5 dexrees—oceurred on 
Janu. 27, and on 24 days during the win- 
ter the temperature was below 50. On 
March 12 it first rose above the freezing 
point, but no continuous mild weathe 
occurred until May 4, after which date 
the temperature during the balance of the 
nonth frequently rose aboye GU degreca. 
The Yukon River froze up on Oct. 2s, 
und broke up on May 17. Forty-Mile 
Kiver broke up on May 11. In June 
the temperature reached 70 degrees on 
twelve days, and on only one day (the 
80th) did it reach 80 degrees, The lust 
frost was recorded on the 7th: the aver 
age temperature of the month was of 
degrees, which is three degrees lower 
than the normal June temperature on 
Lake Athabasca, and nearly the samo 
as the May normal in Winnipex.

Che year 1896 has been marked in 


Ontario by an exceptional freedom from 
the presence of any of the communi: 
able diseases dealt’ with under public 
health laws. Only one case of small- 
pox of a mild character was reported, 
Scarlet fever present in a number of 
leculities to a limited degree was of a 
mild type, and caused but few deaths. 
Measles and whooping cough were 
locally prevalent in a few districts, but 
were similarly mild in type. Diphtheria, 
the too prevalent discase in the northern 
vortion of the American continent, has 
shown a marked decline, notably since 
1893, 

La grippe, during 1896, was not pres- 
cnt in epidemic form in the province, 
and the statistical returns give very few 
deuths stated to be due to this cause, 

Typhoid fever, owiug to the dry wear 
son in certain sections of the province, 
showed as usual in rural districts and 
those towns and villages not supplied 
generally with a public water supply. 

The year must be regarded os an im- 
portant one In the development of water 
works and sewerige systems,those works 
of public utility. which may be con 
sidered as being the most correct indey 
of the progress of municipal sanitation 

As another index of the growth of 
municipal sanitation, the increased num 
ber of medical health officers, appointed 
it the beginning of 1807, may be refer 
red to. Thus in 1806 there were 870, 
while in 1807 549 have been reported,

WAR REPORTING ON A WHEEL.

Wilfred Pollock, just returned from 


acting as special war correspondent of 
‘The Morning Post with the Greek army 
in Thessaly, And his special cause for 
Sutisfacion wis a claim to a new ore 
cord with the bicycle, namely, to buve 
been the first corraspondent who had 
ever been through a campaign, practical 
ly from first to last, mounted on a pair! 
of wheels instead of upou a horse. 
“But the roads in Greece are alinost 
impossible for a bicycle, one would ine 
agine fram the various accounts of the 
war?” “By uo means,” said Mr, Pol- 
lock; “they are pretty bad, of course, 
but to the bicycle uo carriage roads ure 
impossible. Sometimes I had to get off 
and walk a mile or two. Sometimes it 
was I that did the carrying and vot 
the machine. But this was seldom, and 
never for any great distance. On the 
other hand, the zigzag cuttings up the 
many mountain ses are so wel gmd- 
ed that it is quite possible to ride up 


them if the surface be good and the 
wind friendly. Riding down—and my 


machine had no ibrake—one Had to re- 
meurber the corners of these twists are 
mot banked, and the khud, as they call 
it in India, often offers many hundred 
feet of sheer drop.” 

“Of course, you took your hicycle out 
with you?” “Unfortunately, no. Kivery 
one who had been in Greece said it 
wouhkl be useless, And 0, of course, it 
woukl have been had the war been con- 
fined to the mountains of the frontier, 
where there are no roads, but only pre- 
cipitous bridle paths, As it was_ the 
level rounds of the country between Volo 
and Larissa, and a pretty good convic- 
tion that the Greeks would be driven 
back, induced me, after my arrival in 
Thessaly, to telegraph to my agents in 
Athens to procure me a bicycle with all 
speed. About three weeka afterward, 
on the first day of the affair at Mati, a 
second-hand, second-grade machine daly 
turned up in sa. As a matter of 
fact, however, it proved theroughhy good 
English stuff, and carried me all 
through without anything approaching 
a breakdown.” 

“And the Greeks didn't steal it?” 
“No. Fortunately for me the bicycle is 
still almost unknown in Greece. But my 
toolbag was stolen on three separate 
occasions. And before they stole the 
bag itself they took out of it the nice 
little tin box containing the ‘ontfit’ for 
repairing the tires. No doubt this ele- 
caunt litth case, tightly sealed as it was, 
appealed more to the thief than the 
more prosaic epanaer and oil-can, How- 
ever, a lieutenant on the Dryad gave 
me a piece of mrbber stran and some 
naphtha solution which they use with 
their tormesioes.
